IMPARTIAL, NOT NBUTRAL. 
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Au Peking has been intent, of late, 
on the Emperor's visit to the Tombs 
of his ancestors. For weeks, tho 
Peking Gazette and our correspondent’s 
letters have been full of references to 
the arrangements for this: excursion. 
If His Majesty had been going to 
England, instead of eighty miles only 
from his Capital, the fuss could hardly 
have been greater. ‘The Hmpresses 
Dowager memorialise that the visit 
would be a becoming one, and the Em. 
peror formally accepts the programme, 
Orders are issued, weeks beforehand, 
to have the roads and bridges repaired 
for the imperial cortdge; high officers 
are given chargo of great seals, and 
told to be present at the Palaco daily to 
transact business; other high officers 
are told to accompany the Emperor on 
his journey, to look after the trans. 
port, see to the posting of guards, and 
attend generally to minute details of 
the journey. The Viceroy of the Pro. 
vince is ‘called away from his duties, in 
order personally to inspect the route, 
and even accompany His Majesty 
on the journey. Altogether, half 
the notables of Peking, and a 
great part of the Imperial family 
seem included in the pic-nic—each of 
course with appropriate retinues, swell- 
ing the cortége to several thousand 
souls, Yet the whole journey is not 
much greater than one of the Queen's 
trips to Windsor ; and fancy the whole 
business of State being disturbed, and 
the Government Gazette filled with no- 











tifications, touching such a triflo! 
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The Western Tombs, which are the 
object of His Majesty's pilgrimage, are 
situated in the district of Echow, about 
80 miles from Peking, near the Sum- 
mer Palace of Zehol. There lie the 
remains of his ancestors for many ge- 
nerations, beyond even the commence- 
ment of his dynasty; and thither, 
according to the Chinese custom, he 
goes to offer sacrifice and petition to 
the manes of his predecessors. We 
need not go again over the ground which 
has been so often trodden, to argue 
“either for or against the worship of 
ancestors. The practice is a touching 
one, and the most deep-seated prob- 
ably of Chinese cults. Ib is im- 
plicity obeyed by all classes of 
the people, and it is fitting that 
the Emperor should comply with the 
traditional usage. What is remarkable 
is, not the proceeding, nor even the 
importance which is attached to the 
performance, by the highest person in 
the land, of the holiest duty recognised 
among his subjects. It is the tremen- 
dous fuss, difficulty, and pre-arrange- 
ment about a journey of eighty miles 
from tho capital. Fanoy, to recur to 
our previous simile, a general repair 
of roads and bridges, and a consequent 
romiision of taxes being necessary, bo- 
cause the Queen of England wished 
to go from Buckingham Palace to 
Windsor. Fancy tho Duke of Cam- 
bridge being ordered to provide guards, 
and the Earl of Derby to control the 
transport; and Mr. Gathorne Hardy 
and other High Officers of State tola 
off'to attend daily at the Palace, and 
Sir Stafford Northcote, Mr. Bourke, 
tho Lord Chancellor and others ordered 
to attend her Majesty, during a seven 
days journey from London, It would 
appear truly that the repair of 
roads which had been allowed to get 
so bad was not a small advantage, in 
tho present instance, from the trip. 

-Of the cortage itself, our correspond- 
ent gives an interesting description in 
his letter of the 1th April. The 
Chinese have not yet learned the ad- 
vantage of converting day into night, 
and are early in their habits. His 
Majesty was two miles on his journey 
by half-past six. When well outside 
the city he stopped for refreshments, 
and thence continued the journey on 
horseback; the Empresses Dowager 
and the ladies of their retinue also 
changing from sedans to the covered 
coart habitually used for travel in 
the North. The Court was es- 
corted by a lange retinue, and soldiers 
with drawn swords were placed at in- 
tervals of about $0 yards all along the 


route. The Emperor himself was closely 
attended by four trusted guards, and 
is described as looking weary and 
listless. The people were allowed 
to approach within ten or twelve 
yards, and to kneel by the road- 
side and gaze as he passed; but 
he apparently took neither notice nor 
interest. This may, of course, have 
been the studied Mandarin indifference 
which enabled Yeh to pretend careless- 
ness on nearing Calentta, and which 
earned for Chung How a reputation 
for stupidity in every arsenal and 
factory he visited in Europe; but 
our correspondent seems to think it 
betrayed the genuine feeling; and if 
so we cannot but pity the premature 
weariness of a weakly lad tired out by 
study and state routine, His Majesty 
was to return to Peking on the 16th, 
after only seven days absence, and— 
strange treat—was to have an informal 
interview with his relations at the city 
gate.

At the Agricultural Lock-out, the farmers 
refused arbitration, The labourers are 
‘emigrating from Somersetshire. The North 
of England disputes are compromised. 
South Staffordshire still unsettled. 

The Budget Revenue of 1873 is 73 
millions, and the Expenditure 764 millions, 
including the Geneva Award and the 
Ashartee expenses, a reduction of the 
debt by terminable annuities for 450,000, 
expiting 1885, and, Local Taxation re- 
lieved. ‘The Surplus remaining is 472,000. 
By adding to the Revenue the interest on 
Government Loans to Local Bodies, the 
surplus is six millions. The amouné will 
be transformed into Terminable Annuities.

Budget is generally approved of.

This is always a dull soason in Shanghai, 
as regards business, All the tea and ailk 
is sold, and a month has to elapse before 
looking for new supplies ; all thé public 
Companies have held their annual meetings; 
and people take the opportunity of going 
in for amusement. 

The S. V. C. Spring Rifle Meeting has 
extended over four days of the week, aud 
has produced some good shooting under 
varied circumstances of wind and weather, 
A full report of each day’s shocting will be 
found elsewhere. The International Match 
was won after a good contest, by the 
Scottish team, who scored 179 points 
against the English 161. 

‘The Meeting is the most successful one 
that has been held in Shanghai; and we 
are sure that we only express the feeling 
of the whole Volunteer Corps in con- 
gratulating Lieut. Sim, the Musketry In- 
structor, on its suscess ; for there can be 
no question that this is very greatly due 
to the energy with which he has worked 
out the arrangements. 

The first Yacht Race of the season was 
held on Saturday, in weather which was 
simply perfect for the occasion—a fresh 
breeze and bright sun ; and a large number 
of spectators availed themselves of invita- 
tions to follow it. The race for the Challenge 
Cup was one of the closest ever run here, the 
Nimrod coming in barely 3 minutes ahead 
of the Phantom, but losing to the latter 
by } minute owing to the time concession 
she had to make on account of her longer 
water line. The Houseboat race was won 
by the Widgeon. 

Noxt week will be tully occupied by the 
Races, and then will succeed the Spring 
Regatta, the entries for which we gave last 
week.

Judgment was given in H. M. Supreme 
Court on Saturday, in the cases lately tried 
there relating to the Alhambra, ‘The 
Captain’s claim for a balance of account 
ck & Co.’s claim for 
provisions supplied is allowed, but that for 
advances disallowed. 

Acommemorative service was held at 
Saint Joseph’s church, at 10 o'clock on 
Monday, for the souls of the crow and 
passengers of the Nil, It was numerously 
attended. 

We understand that, after very delib- 
erate consideration of the designs sent 
in for the proposed new Municipal build- 
ings, the Council have decided that in 
their opinion the one submitted by Mr. W. 
Kidner is the most suitable. Plans were 
prepared by five competitors, to whom, in 
accordance with the resolution passed at 
the last Ratepayers’ meeting, the Coun- 
cil award Tis. 200 each. All the designs 
were based upon the principle of allowing 
the work to be proceeded with and be- 
come available sectionally, but the one to* 
which the Council have given preference 
is, we learn, more especially characterised 
by this prudential consideration. It is, 
we believe, intended to submit the de- 
signs for public inspection, at the Muni- 
cipal offices, for a week before the forth- 
coming Ratepayers’ meeting. 

‘We publish, elsewhere, a reply which has 
been addressed by the Council to the Rate 
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payers who addressed them in December 
last, regarding the extension of Seward 
Road and the Bunding of the Soochow 
Creek. Tho Council agrée that the sum 
(Tis, 2,000) for which: the memorialists 
consider the former work can be done, is 
cheap; but decline to enter upon it 
themselves, promising to make a special 
appropriation in the forthcoming budget. 
‘The reference to the state of the roads in 
the Settlements is somewhat disconnected 
as it stands, but might be an argument for 
delay if active work for their repair were 
going on. But we do not see that this is 
the case; and as it is, we can only hope 
that the cost of making so fine a thorough- 
fare will not be increased through the 
delay. It is rumoured that the balance 
sheot will show a large surplus, which the 
Council: consider themselves debarred 
from spending because it represents excess 
over tho estimate, and they ,were bound 
not to exceed the outlay proposed in the 
last budget, We fancy, however, that the 
Ratepayers’ meaning was that no fresh 
deficit should be incurred, rather than » 
restriction to the actual figures ; and that 
the community would have preferred to 
have the surplus expended in carrying out 
urgent works, rather than to receive it in 
the shape of cash, 

‘The natural result of the opposition to 
‘Messrs. Butterfield and Swire’s Wharf 
having been allowed to drop, is that other 
encroachments will follow. We notice a 
beginning on the English Bund. Nearly at 
the narrowest point of the River, Messrs. 
Fogg & Qo. aro bunding out, Is this also 
to be allowed? 

‘The fact that some crows are building 
their nest on the top of the P. & O. fiag- 
staff, just under the steamer weather- 
vane, attracted no little attention yester- 
day—particularly from Chinese, who 
regard the circumstance as of good omen 
to the Company. ‘he confidence of the 
crows, sheltering themselves under the 
ayis of the gilded steamer anchored at tlie 
masthead, thoy regard as promising favour- 
ing gales and yood-luck to the Company’s 
fleet. But apart from this happy augury, 
the position the crows have taken up 
may be looked on as not inappropriate, 
when we remember how their harsh cawing 
is in itself sometimes credited as a weather 
forecast :— 

If the old shower-foretelling crow 

Croak uot her boding noto in rain, 

To-morrow's eastern storm shall strew 
‘The woods with leaves; with weeds the main.” 
But there is a complication; three 
crows are concerned in the building. 
. ‘The inference is that the third is a chum 
lending a helping hand ; still his presence 
complicates matters, and is a puzzle which 
‘wo have not heard satisfactorily explained. 

‘Now that the weather is becoming warm, 
we would suggest that the terminus to the 
pleasant walk by the Hwangpoo as far as 
the Yangtsepoo Creek, which has already 
beon neatly laid out and planted, should 
be rendered still more attractive by the 
addition of a couple of seats, such as are 
provided at Bubbling Well. The situation 
invites the fatigued pedestrian to rest and 
enjoy the cool breeze coming off the river ; 
but at present. the rails of the creek bridge 
form the only available seat, and they 
































do not appear to have been designed for 
sedentary purposes. 

‘The absence of any advice of the arrival 
of the American barque Scotland, 441 tons, 
which left Shanghai for Swatow on the 14th 
March, with a cargo of beancake, leads to 
some apprehensivenessregarding her safety. 
From the date of her departure, it is pro- 
bable that she would have encountered the 
gale of the 16-17th March, which caused 
the loss of the steamer Manchu. It is 
hoped, however, that she may only have 
been driven far to the south, when, sup- 
posing her rigging had suffered damage, she 
might be a long time in working back to 
her destination. 

‘We have received the ‘Report of the 
Medical Missionary Soclety in China for 
1873”—published at Hongkong. The re- 
port contains much interesting information, 
furnished by the Medical Officers in charge 
of the Hospital at Canton and the dispen- 
saries at Fumun, Poklo, aud Sainam— 
which however wo have not at present time 
to analyse. ‘The accounts show a favoura- 
ble state of the finances. 

We havo received tho twelfth Annual 
Report of the Peking Hospital, for 1873, 
by Dr. Dudgeon. ‘Tho income during that 
period was Tis. 547, and the expenditure 
only Tis. 380. Yet we are glad to learn 
that the record is one of continued success. 
‘There has been no great variation in the 
number of patients prescribed for, but the 
influence of the Hospital is said to be 
yearly extending. Its’ connexion with the 
higher and official classes has been year by 
year steadily increasing, and in no year 
have more officials been attended, or more 
grave cases treated, than in the one under 
review, 

Our Pexixa correspondent seems to have 
been fortunate in getting a glimpse of 
the Emperor on his way to the Western 
tombs; at any rate he gives minute and 
interesting details of the procession, 
lis Majesty started on the 10th and is 
expected back on the 16th. Before 
entering the West-Gate of the city, the 
Empresses-dowager and the Empress-Con- 
sort halt ata temple where their respec- 
tive relatives will be admitted to inter- 
views with them on a family footing. 
‘This is an occurrence of extreme rarity. 
The annual interviews at the Palace are 
confined to a rigid form of ceremonial. 
—His Majesty's absence is the signal for 
a holiday in the diplomatic world. ‘Tho 
Peruvian Minister and suite have gone to 
the Great Wall, as have also two Foreign 
gentlemen who are trying to move the 
Woosung bar.—The weather has become 
warm, and everyone is putting on thinner 
clothing.—It is expected that the Russian 
Minister will ask for an audience when the 
Emperor returns from his excursion. 

A Nuxoro correspondent writes :—Mr. 
Beebe goes away by to-day’s steamer, with 
the good wishes of the whole community ; 
and I write to let you know ‘the fact, in 
order that the records of Ningpo to be found 
‘in extenso in your columns, may not fail 
mention of the most gratifying fact to be 
found therein—that although we 
small community, of different nationali 
and conflicting interests, one man at least 
has managed to live among us twelve 
months without a quarrel, and can go away 
leaving regrets alone behind him,—As you 




















have no doubt heard, we gave him a public 
dinner a week or so ago, at which his 
praises were sung and resung to every tune 
save that of Apollo's instrument ; and I 
only regret that I cannot ‘reproduce the 
speeches in which his merits in every pos 
sible capacity were enlarged on. 

Our Hanxow correspondent writes :— 
Wo had a most successful Spring Meoting 
last week. The weather was everything 
that could have been desired, excepting'a 
heavy thunder shower on the afternoon 
of the second day. ‘There were no serious 
accidents, and no disputes whatever.—The 
Race Ball came off on the 14th, and was 
well attended and much enjoyed.—I learn 
that we are to have a Bowling Match 
between our Club and your Senior Alley, 
on Tuesday tho 21st inst, Business in im- 
ports is improving, and shipments of copper 
cash and sycee up country lead us to look 
forward to another Tea Season. It is 
thought that the Crop will be late this 
ear. Preparations for the coming season 
‘ave been commenced, and 237° Hongs 
have been engaged to date, in the various 
districts, against 262 at same timo in 1873, 
The falling off in numbers, as compared 
with last year, is chiefly owing to the ab- 
sence of Cantonese, which is not to bo 
regretted. ‘The weather up-country is said 
to be favourable, but furthor than this we 
are without any information as to the 
prospects for the leaf.

JAPAN AND FORMOSA. 
‘Tue latest political excitement is the 


Japanese expedition to Formosa. The 
character of the expedition was absurdly 
exaggerated when the name of “war” 
was applied to the first rumour of the 
incident. Japan might declare war 
against China or against Corea; but 
the phrase is slightly resonant as touch- 
ing a savage tribe on a remote point 
of a small island. England would 
hardly declare war against Chusan, 
though she might undertake to punish 
apirate village, And this seems all that 
Japan is ostensibly undertaking in the 
present instance. The object is to 
punish the aborigines on the south- 
east coast of Formosa, for cruel- 
ties they have been guilty of to- 
wards the crews of Liuchiuan junks. 
‘The special case gone upon, happened 
in the end of 1871, when a junk was 
wrecked on the eastern side of Formosa 
and most of those on board were slaugh- 
tored by the savages. The Liuchiuans, 
who have long been feudal dependents of 
Satsuma, sent envoys to Japan to 
state their grievance; and the com- 
plaint formed one subject of negocia- 
tion during Soyeshima’s mission last 
year, to Peking. But it is said the Chi- 
nese Government disclaimedallauthority 
over, or responsibility for, the Eastern 
half of the Island; and told him if 
Japan wanted the outrage punished, 
she had better herself undertake 
the task. Soyeshima was not disin- 
clined to follow this advice, and to 
go beyond it somewhat further than 
Peking might perhaps have ap- 
proved. He is credited, at any rate, 
with a wish to make the case a pre- 
text for gaining a footing in For- 
mosa, and gradually bringing at least 
the Eastern half under Japanese rule. 
he project seems to have dropped 
for a time, on his secession from 
office, together with the Corean war 
which he also favoured. But it has 
now been taken up again, with an 
energy that seems disproportioned to 
the event, and an Expedition is un- 

~ doubtedly on the point of starting for 
‘the scene of action. 

‘The Japan papers criticise the step 
more severely than we are disposed to 
do. It will be expensive no doubt, and 
the preparations seem excessive for 
the end ; but it may probably be classed, 
‘on asmaller scale, with the political wars 
of Napoleon, When France became 
troublesome .at home, Napoleon turn- 
ed her attention abroad. And it is 
quite possible the Mikado has thought 
it wise to find some outlet for 
the pent-up excitement of the samurai 
class in Japan. It has been evidently 
almost beyond the power of the Govern- 
ment, lately, to repress them. I¢ nar- 
rowly escaped a serious insurrection, in 
the effort to avoid war with Corea; andit 
has probably sanctioned the lesser of the 
two expeditions on which the Satsuma 
clan especially were bent, as a compro- 








mise with the war party. This surmise 
would account for the extensive nature 
of the preparations for 2 comparatively 
small effort. The difficulty to be en- 
countered is not one that calls for a 
large force; it is geographical rather 
than military. The puzzle is to get at 
the culprits, not to beat them when 
reached ; and we fancy, if England were 
concerned, the Cadmus would quite 
well do the work if this could be 
solved. Even allowing for the inferior 
prowess of the Japanese, 8 men-of-war 
and 1,000 men can hardly find oceupa- 
tion against a savage tribe. But the 
purpose would not be served if the ex- 
pedition were on toosmalla scale. The 
problem was to afford a sufficient out 
let for military enthusiasm, at 2 mo- 
derate expense ; and we do not think it 
has been badly solved. 

Tt remains to be seen whether the 
report is true, of a design to occupy 
permanently the South point of For- 
mosa ; and how China will like tosee a 
rival power established in an island she 
undoubtedly considers her own. It may 
perfectly suit her apathetic temper to 
disclaim responsibility for, and let Japan 
punish, the misdeeds of a few savages: 
we have had enough experionce on the 
China coast, of her indifference to tho 
duties of a Government. But it is an- 
otherthing to acquiesce in an assumption 
of Sovereignty by a Foreign power. If 
England bad humbly asked whether she 
might establish herself in Formosa, we 
may be quite sure she would have been 
snubbed, and our Legation would have 
apologised for the assumption. Bub we 
have almost as great faith in the dislike 
of the Chinese to resist, as we have in 
their unbounded faculty for refusing, in- 
novation, Itis quite likely the Japanese 
may be allowed to establish themselves 
quietly ; though it is also probable that 
collision will arise hereafter.

As might have been anticipated, Mr. 
Gubbay’s report on Opium Cultivation 
in China, transmitted through Mr. 
Medhurst to the Government of India, 
has attracted a considerable amount of 
attention in that country, So large a 
portion of the Indian revenue depends 
on the one article of opium, that Indian 
statesmen, whatever their views, cannot 
afford to leave it out of their caleu- 
lations ; while the cultivation occupies 
so much of the soil, and utilizes so 
much labour, that any serious inter- 
ference with the outturn of the crop 
would affect large and varied interests. 
As more especially connected with the 
import of the drug into China, Mr. 
Gubbay’s views may be guessed at. 
‘They cannot however be classed as ex- 
treme. He does not put in the claim 
for beneficial effects from opium which 
has brought ridicule on some arguments 
in favour of the trade, vor does he 
attempt to state the amount of injury 
inflicted by the use of the pipe. “The 
peculiar circumstances of the Chinese 
people, probably the nature of the cli- 





mate, certainly the listless and hope- 
less manner in which the system of 
Government forces them to pass their 
lives, have caused the use of the opium 
pipe to become a matter of necessity 
to a large portion of the nation.” 
Some cause certainly influences the 
Chinese in their strange devotion to 
opium, and its result is that, assisted by 
the vacillating policy of the Government, 
there is stated to be grown in more 
than one province in China, an amount 
rivalling the crop of the whole of British 
India; and the assertion is ventured that, 
if the whole supply from British India 
were cut off, “there would not be one 
smoker the less in China.” Under the 
circumstances, it is urged that the moral 
question has merged in the economic. 
We are powerless to help the one, but we 
can to a certain degree affect the other. 
In fact, the moral aspect of the opium 
question has assumed much the samo 
aspect as have similar points in other 
countries, Bass, Allsopp and Guinness 
sitin the British House of Commons 
as respected members, yet malt liquor 
is susceptible of abuse. Great Britain, 
from fiscal as well as moral reasons, 
forbids the growth of tobacco in the 
‘Threo Kingdoms, yet the importer of 
the “weed” is not handed over to 
public detestation. Tn fact the same 
difficulty arrises over and over again 
as to the point where repression ceases 
to be useful or advisable. Vices there 
are, the forcible repression of which 
would be far more disastrous than 
their acknowledgement and regulation; 
and it is an open question how far 
opium has entered into this category. 

That Mr. Gubbay should place the 
matter in a favourable light, is only what 
might be anticipated from the antece- 
dents of the house which he represents; 
and though our own ideas may differ 
from his, we are by no means prepared 
to accept the views of Sir Wilfred 
Lawson, and his school of forcible re- 
pressionists. ‘The report urges that 
the greatest amount of harm possible 
has already been inflicted, and that this 
greatest ¢mount has been inflicted is in 
alarge measure due to the policy, or 
want of policy, of the Chinese Govern- 
ment. Every step taken by that astuto 
body to interfere with the import or 
use of opium by its subjects, has had 
the effect of directly encouraging its 
growth in China; so that now, far 
from being a luxury to be purchased at 
a high price, the poppy is one of the 
ordinary crops of the northern pro- 
vinces of China, as well as Mongolia 
and Manchuria. We fear there is too 
much trath in this statement of the 
case. With the one hand the Chinese 
Government has occupied itself writing 
moral diatribes against the vice of 
opium smoking, and drawing up elabo- 
rate proclamations against poppy culti- 
vation, while the other has been more 
constantly occupied in receiving bribes 
to permit the infraction of both. “Let 
not thy right hand know what thy 
left hand doeth” is a good scriptural 
admonition, but we doubt if it ever 
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has been applied in such a manner 
before. The practical result is that 
Chinese opium vies with Indian in the 
markets of China, Even at the ports, 
signs are noticeable of a keen competi- 
tion, but when a little distance inland 
is traversed, the multitudinous bribes 
and squeezes to which every commodity 
is subjected in China effectually shut 
out the foreign article. Mr. Gubbay 
urges that the inferior quality and 
comparatively high price of the Chinese 
grown opium show that the soil is not 
suitable to its produetion, and that 
there must therefore be a waste of pro- 
ductive power, The Chinese Govern. 
ment possibly thinks (if it think at all 
on such subjects) that the amount of 
money sent out of the empire to pay 
for opium is a drain on its resources. 
Political economy denies the truth of 
such a conclusion ; but even granting 
its feasibility, there may be worse evils 
than sending the precious metals out 
of a country. The worst of the present 
system is, that it leads the peasantry 
to despise a Government whose acts 
are so strangely at variance with its 
professions, and that by taking off all 
effectual check on the growth or use of 
the article, it actually places the tempta- 
tion at every man’s door. A more 
perfect system for debauching the nation 
could searcely be devised. 
m 

We have sketched out, above, some of 
the conclusions brought forward in Mr. 
Gubbay’s report on opium cultivation in 
China. The document contains much 
valuable information, collected from 
what sources are accessible. But even 
with the means of gaining information 
possessed by the house Mr, Gubbay 
represents, it is curious how little is 
really known of the subject. The Go. 
vernment of India questions some of 
the conclusions arrived at, more espe- 
cially as to the amount of the drag 
produced in Szechnen; but the enor- 
mous extent of land given up to the 
crop during the winter months, certain- 
ly points to a large production. In 
this respect, the evidence of all recent 
visitors to the province agrees. Mr. 
Medhurst, in forwarding the report, 
makes a valuable suggestion which 
might eventually become of service in 
more points than one. He proposes 
the appointment of a commission, com- 
posed partly of individuals acquainted 
with the production and statistics 
of opium in India, and partially of 
those who have had experience in 
China, to’proceed through the opium. 
growing districts. But although the 
Press seems generally to approve the 
project, the Government do not endorse 
it. ‘The expenses of such a commission 
would be small, and no political 
difficulties need be apprehended. The 
visit of Mr. Swinhoe and the dele. 
gates of the Chamber of Commérce 
to Szechuen affords an example 
of how such an expedition could 
be arranged. The travelling would 
be in the pleasantest time, and 


many of the districts are readily ac. 
cessible. Valuable information could 
be gathered, not merely on the subject 
of opium, but on the agriculture and 
general condition of the districts visited. 
We are surprised, then, considering 
that nearly one-fifth of the revenue of 
British India is at present derived from 
the growth of opium, that the sugges- 
tion bas not met with greater favour. 
The report to the Indian Government 
has, however, a practical side. It com- 
plains that, while the “Chinese people 
have,” since 1853, “increased tenfold 
their consumption * of other articles 
of foreign import,” the import of opium 
remains stationary, notwithstanding that 
the use of the drug has enormously in- 
creased. The short-sighted fiscal ar- 
rangements of the Chinese Government, 
the report urges, are at the root of this 
state of affairs. It is only clandes- 
tinely that foreign opium can succeed 
in gaining access into the interior ; 
and hence smuggling and all its de- 
moralising effects are brought into play. 
Not only this, but as the Chinese in 
the interior will have their smoke of 
opium, and as they are unable to obtain 
it by other means, the extensive culti- 
vation of the poppy has been introduced, 
and it now grows through all the pro- 
vinees North of the Yangtsze, and at 
least in Kweichow and part of Yunnan, 
to the South—* At the present time 
some 45,000 chests of Patna opium 
are annually put on the market at 
Calcutta, and about 40,000 chests of 
Malwa opium are exported from Bom- 
bay, the latter paying au export duty 
of Rs. 600 per chest. Three years 
ago Szechuen was calculated to. pro- 
duce annually some 50,000 peculs and 
Shensi probably nearly, if not quite, 
as much. Within that period the cul- 
tivation has extended wider. On im- 
portation again into China, the Indian 
opium pays an import duty of Tis. 30 
(Rs. 92) per pecal, and before it leaves 
the port to enter into native consump. 
tion, a further tax under the name of 
Likin, not mentioned in the treaties, 
and amounting on the average to 
nearly double the import duty. In- 
dian opium is therefore burdened with 
duties alone to the oxtent of above 
6 annas an oz. before it can enter into 
competition with native opium selling 
at from 74 annas to 11 annas an oz. 
In India the ryot receives for Patna 
opium the sum of Rs. 400 per chest, 
or 8 annas anoz., proving thereby the 
superior adaptibility of the climate and 
soil for the growth of the drug. At this 
rate theryotcan produce anarticle which, 
brought fairly into competition with Chi- 
nese opium, has hitherto, even when 
weighted with the enormous duties to 
which it is subjected, held its own in the 
market. So irregularand so oppressive 
are however the inland taxes of the 
Chinese Empire, and so opposed to all 
interchange of commodities from a 
distance, that practically it has been

found that, under existing circum. 
stances, Indian opium, except as an 
expensive luxury indulged in by a fow 
rich men or high officials, is not to be 
met with in the interior of the Empire.” 

For this state of affairs Mr. Gubbay 
suggests twoexpedients. Firstthat, Likin 
taxes having been duly paid at the ports, . 
opium shall be freed from further taxes 
‘Sas far at least as certain well-known 
marts at large cities in each province” — 
a proceeding from which he estimates 
minimum profit to the Chinese Govern- 
ment of some two million taels per an- 
num. Secondly, he suggests that the 
Government of India, in place of limit 
ing theamountof opium produced, should 
use its influence to increase it. Lower 
prices in Bengal would be the result, 
and in consequence it would be found 
necessary to reduce the export duty at 
Bombay. ‘The cheapening of price thus 
induced would, Mr. Gubbay argues, 
tend greatly to assist Indian opium in 
its competition against native, and 
thereby make up by quantity for any 
deficiency in revenue. 

We have, in the above review, rather 
attempted to give an outline of Mr. 
Gubbay’s arguments than to put for- 
ward any views of our own. He of 
course argues from the assumption that 
the Indian opium trade is a permanency, 
to be fostered and protected by Go- 
vernment. And probably, viewed in 
the abstract, it would be better for the 
Chinese to be dependent on foreign 
opium, than that the entire country 
should be demoralised by its home 
growth. The question remains, how- 
ever, whether the Chinese Government, 
if left to itself, might not even yet suc- 
ceed in repressing the use of a drag 
which is so gravely deleterious to its 
people. Opium, as we have before 
stated, is now practically grown without 
any check whatever ; and from the uni- 
versality of its cultivation, and the 
artificial checks to its carriage about the 
country, it will soon sink to the level 
of any ordinary crop. Like his rice, 
the peasant will grow his own opium 
for his household consumption, and the 
listlessness which now marks his daily 
life will be still further increased under 
the influence of a noxious drug.

Journal of the North-China 
Brauch of the Royal Asiatic Soe 
tty—Naw Serie, No. Vill, 

The present Journal is in many impor- 
tant respects superior to its predecessors, 
The papers are all interesting, and thero 
is a completeness in the execution and 
arrangement of the volume, that we have 
not seen before. The eighth publication 
of our only scientific Society records the 
transactions of a very diligent year, and 
indicates plainly that the association is, as 
our American friends say, alive.” 

We proceed to give a brief outline of the 
various papers. The first is entitled “ Re- 
collections of China prior to 1820, by Dr. 
S. W. Williams.” This contribution ex- 
cited considerable interest when it was 
first delivered in the form of a lecture at 
the Society’s Rooms, and is full of those 
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minute and curious facts that a retentive 
memory loves to hoard, and a subsequent 
generation loves to find hoarded, Dr. 
‘Williams’ paper is a most valuable mémoire. 

‘The second article is one of Mr. Kings- 
mill’s ingenious and bold speculations. 
‘We cannot help regarding these papers on 
the Myths.as valuable contributions to the 
Journal, although we do’ not always agree 
with theirdeductions. The wholesubject of 
early Chineso History is at present in a ter- 
ribly confused state ; and if we can draw any 
lines marking out when the mythical period 
ends and the era of authentic history com- 
‘mences, 4 most valuable and important step 
will be taken. Still it must not be for- 
Botton that these investigations require the 
‘greatest care, and that they are beset with 
special temptations. By one who is on 
the lookout for them, analogies are found 
with a fatal facility, and the investigator 
must be perpetually on his guard against 
the misleading seductions of similar sounds, 

‘The noxt paper is of local interest. It 
treats us with some extracts from the his- 
tory of Shanghai, We have often wondered 
‘at tho apathy foreign residents display, on 
subjecti connected with the topography 
of the city and its environs, Here 
is an interesting note, about a spot we are 
all acquaizited with :— 

‘Phe next ancient building is the Ching- 
ngan sz, i.e. ‘Temple of Silent Repose,’ 
near the Bubbling This Templo is 
id to have been built A. D. 250. Itis 
well, called by the Chir «The Bub- 
bling Fountain,’ which gives the Temple its 
colobrity, Formerly there were extensive 
marshes around the place, through which 
flowed acanal. Tu this canal was a bubbling 
fountain, go called on account of the water 
bubbling without intermission. It was also 
called ‘The Eye of the Sea.’ Persons who 
Dithed near this place found the water 
quite warm about three feet beneath the 
surface. ‘Though the canal gradually di 
appeared, the fountain remained. ‘There 
‘was once a pavilion over the well, with the 
inscription The Fountain that, bubbles 
towards Heaven.’ This was built by Taou- 
tai Sheng Paou, in the reign of Kien-lung, 
A.D.1778.” 

‘The paper by Mr. Watters on “Fox 
“Myths” is piece of folk-lore replete with 
quaint illustrations and stray fragments of 
carious information. The Chinese have 
some extraordinary opinions with regard 
to foxes, Take this as a specimen : 

A peculiar and intimate connection is 
<aupposed to exist, as we havo already seen, 
between the fox and disembodied spirits. 
Even during a man’s lifetime indeed, this 
‘animal can occasionally receive the soul, 
watch over him, and avert hurtful acci- 
dents, I remember that a few months 
after our Minister, the late Sir Frederick 
Bruce, had left a monastery in the western 
hill near Peking, where he had been 
spending some weeks, a Chineso gentle- 
man told me abont the Minister's Guardian 
Fox. He said that shortly after Sir Fre- 
derick came to the monastery, this fox 
took up his residence in an old pagoda 
hituated in the immediate neighbourhood. 
Twas assured that the soul of the Minister 
migrated into the body of this animal at 
night, and that so long as the fox remained 
there, it had been impossible for any 
mischief to befall the Minister. This 
Chinese gentleman, who was well read 
in Claasic lore, also informed me very 
gravely that in accordance with ancient 
precedent the fox in question ought to 
have received the faculty of speech, but 
that, he generously waived his right in 
































oference to a human creature, and that 


aman who was known to have been dumb 
from his birth now became endowed with 
speech. 

The Fox Myths are succeeded by a 
“Brief Account of the French Expedition 
of 1866 into Indo-China,” compiled by 
Mr. S. A. Viguier ; and then we havi 
visit to the City of Confucius, by Rev. J. 
Eakins. In the early portion of the paper 
the writer travels over old ground, but 
his account of the rites and ceremonies 
practised at the monthly and annual 
snerifices is novel and entertaining. The 
subject about which the omniscient Pro- 
fessor Whewell wrote his celebrated article 
in the Encyclopedia Metropolitana, vi: 
Chinese Music, receives a large accession 
of light from the pen of Mr. N. B. Dennys, 
‘The instruments of wood, of stone, and 
of metal all receive duo attention, and a 
mass of curious facts is elicited. Ut ap- 
penrs that the Chinese have no less than 
79 instruments of music. Of these 56 are 
delineated in neat woodcuts in the Journal 
which is really an exhaustive account of 
the matter it undertakes to treat of. We 
have scarcely space to do more than men- 
tion the remaining contributions. Dr. 
Bushell writes on the Stone Drums of the 
Chow Dynasty, and the usual retrospect of 
affairs in China during the past yoar is ap- 
pended. A very well written and graceful 
sketch of the life and services of Lieutenant 
Francis Garnier, by the Librarian, Mr. 
Cordier, concludes the Journal 

We have only to repeat our congratula- 
tions to the Council, upon this volume. It 
isa highly creditable publication, and must 
be regarded as a strong proof that general 
interest exists among foreign residenta in 
China, on all subjects of scientific research, 
and that the Asiatic Society are no longer 
to be regarded as mere Dryasdusts.

For somo ten days back, I had noticed 
that the centre of the public road leading 
from the palace of the Emperor to tho 
‘Temple of the Sun, lying outside the east 
gate of the City, was boing levelled and 
repaired ; and that the carts, horses &c., 
were prevented by ropes and notices from 
using that portion of the thoroughfare, We 
were at the same time given to understand 
that the Emperor would in a few days 
visit the Temple of the Sun, Yesterday 
afternoon, a proclamation from Her Bri 
tannic Majesty’s Legation gave British a 
jects, resident in Peking, the following 
information for their guidance 

“H. B, M.’s subjects in Peking are re- 
quested to take notice that the Emperor 
of China will proceed to-morrow from the 
East Gate of the Palace, by the Grent East 
Gate of the City, to a temple outside the 
walls, and that the streets along which His 
Majesty goes and returns will be closed 
to all pacsengers.

announced that the Emperor would pass 
through the Keen-sing gate, the King- 
yun gate, the Tung-hwa gate. of the 
palatial park, the ‘Tung-gan gate and 
the Chaou-yang gate of the city, for 
the Temple of the Sun (Chaonjahtan) 
to offer up sacrifices and prayers to 
Heaven. After performing these ceremo- 
nies, His Majesty will pass through the

outer gate of the temple grounds to the 
‘Tung-yne temple, where he will offer also 
up prayers, and burn incenso ; after doing 
which he will put off the costume used for 
the occasion, and take breakfast. Having 
finished his meal, His Majesty will return 
to the palace by the route which he came, 
and after resting for a short time, will repair 
to the Chung-ho Hall, where he will inspect 
the records e JAX. Having concluded 
this work, he will return to the palace, 
where he will, at 5 a.m., give audiences to 
the ministers, and transact and despatch 
with them the business of the day. But Iam 
afraid he will be behind time in giving tho 
audiences, for he only passed through the 
‘Tung-hwa gate of the palnce grounds at 
10 a.m, to-day, on his way to the palace, 
I should imagine that His Majesty, when 
he has concluded his labors, will be por- 
feetly ready for his bed, for he must have 
been occupied since midnight in the above- 
mentioned business, 
2ist March, 


In the Gazette of 30th March, there is 
an edict announcing that His Majesty will, 
on the 4th and 7th days of April, in the 
grounds of the Tazo Kwang-ko (a building 
within the palace grounds which has become 
historical from the Emperor having last 
year given audiences to the foreign 
ministers it) ect the practising of 
archery on horseback, of the Imperial body 
guard. 

‘To complete my record of. the Emperor’s 
movements, it may be worth while trans- 
lating a memorial from Li Hung-chang, 
about this, great visit to the Westois 
Tombs, that has been lately occupying all 
minds, : 

“The Empresses Dowager having stated, 
some time back, that it would be incum- 
bent on the your Magiaty to repair on 
the 10th April to Western Tombs, to 
worship at the tombs of your ancestors, 
it became the duty of myself, the Goy- 
eruor-General, to see that the Imperial 
route should be putin proper condition— 
the wooden and stone bridges and the 
roads repaired, and the necessaries for 
cooking aud eating the meals at the dif- 
ferent serais all provided and properly 
arranged. 1, consequently, some time 
ago issued orders to my subordinates to 
have. the bridges, roa‘ls, and serais all 
put in the best order, and ready on 
Your Majesty's visiting the Tombs, {also 






































y's 
directed the provincial treasurer, Sun 
kwan, to repair himself on the 18th March 
tothe route and see that the works had 
been all efficiently exeouted. It is likewise 
my intention on the 23rd March to proceed 
to the route to inspect tho works; and 
after seeing that everything be in order, it 
will become my duty to ascertain if your 
Majesty will grant ine an audience in order 
to report in person that such is the case. 

As I shall, according to law, accompany 
your Majesty, I will appoint the provincial 
criminal judge, Fan-leang to transact the 
ordinary ‘current business of my post as 
Governor-General, giving him, in order 
to do 0, the seal of Governor-Gener: 
Should, however, there be any important 
provincial business to transact, he will at 
ouce report the same to me when I will 
myself attend to it. 

‘The river at Tientsin being now open 
for shipping the rice junks from the pro- 
vinees of Keangsuh and Chikeang are 
daily continually arriving, as well as the 
steamers of foreign count 
asLhave, therefore, fin 























will become my duty to proceed as speedily 
as practicable to Tientsin, tg attend to my 
public duties there. I now beg respect- 
fully to present this memorial, praying that 
your Majesty will deign to cast a glance 
‘on it, and to issue commands for my guid- 
ance in coming to the capital.” 

His Majesty replied that the Governor-, 
General could come to Peking to have an 
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audience. At 9.25 a.m,, accordingly, on 
tho 31st March, Le Htng-chang. passed 
through the street where I reside, to his 
quarters in the Seen-lesng-sze ‘Temple, 
which he reached about 10 a.m. At about 
4am, on following day, his Excellency 
started from his quarters for the Emperor's 
palace, in order to have an andience, and 
returned about 9.30 a.m. is 

‘Very few Mongol people are now to be 
seen standing in, or moving about the 
streets; and Iam told by the Pekingese that 
they have nearly all departed from the 
capital for their éncampments in Eastern 
Mongolia, It would appear then that 
the Mongols who visit Peking each year 
are to be found in it only from about 
the middle of December to the middle of 
March. Those who come here from Mon- 
gol lying outside the Koopekow pass, do 
not seem to be eminents as linguists ; for it 
has been hard to find any amongst them, 
during all the past winter, who could speak 
even a few words of Chinese. On the 
other hand, amongst tho Mongols who 
visit Chang-kea-kow city, which lies on 
the route to Siberia, and who belong to 
the tribes in the region lying outside of 
that place Westward, I found many both 
men and women who could speak tolerably 
good Chinese. 

Such articles as coals, charcoal, firewood 
white and blue lime, are brought to Peking 
from the adjoining hills on the backs of 
camels; large numbers of which may be 
daily acen in the streets, either coming into 
or leaving the cities, “These camels are 
distinguished from those brought by the 
Mongols for their own uso’ here and to 
carry them back to Mongolia, and are 
called Chinese camels, although they are 
actually the same kind of animal, the 
difference in name arising from the ‘kind 
of food they eat. The Mongol camels 
live on grass alone, either green or dry, 
and will not eat grain ; whereas the Chinese 
camels aro supported on grain, chiefly 
millet. Some yenra back, on my g 
to Mongolia, an’ owner of Chinese (which 
he called Mantze) camels in Kalgan, told 
me they could not exist without grain, and 
advised my hiring Mongol (Munghoo) 
camels which could do their work on grass 
they could find everywhere. On the 
Mongol ponies, too, coming first int 
China, they will not touch grain, nor unt 
after they have been some days in China 
in fact until hunger forces them to do ao.

On the following day, it is announced 
that the board of War had memorialized 
His Majesty to appoint high officials to 
control the camels and horses going with 
the Court to the Western Tombs. His 
Majesty had, in consequence, appointed 
Chung shih, ‘president of the board of 
punishments, Cheng-lin vice president of 
the Colonial office and Right lieut. general 
of the capital, and two other officials, as the 
superintendents, 

uring the afternoon of the Ist April, 
Le Hung-chang called upon Prince Kung 
and staid with him for about three hours, 
On the 2nd April, Le Hung-chang had 
second andience of His Majesty. ‘To-day 
His Excellency again had an_ audience of 
the Emperor. I hear that Le will leave 
for the Tombs on-the 7th April, three 
days before His Majesty starts for them. 
I must remind your readers that Le-hung- 
ghang, besides being Governor-General of 



























the province of Chihli, holds the post of 
Commissioner for foreign affairs for the 
northern ports of China; and in that 
position falls into contact with the Envoys 
for foreign powers coming to Tientsin, or 
via Tientsin for Peking. 

The minds of the thinking portion of the 
Chineso inhabitants of Peking are at pre- 
sent principally occupied with the approach- 
ing examinations for Tsin-sze, and the 
visit of the Imperial Court to the western 
Tombs ; but mainly, I fancy, with the first 
event. ‘From the extracts ‘I have, from 
time to time, made from the Peking Ga- 
zette, of the’ arrangements made by the 
selection and appointment of high officials 
to carry out the examinations for Tsin-sze, 
we can judge of the es in which 








these are held by tHe Emperor and his 
privy council ; and of their endeavors to 
preserve this important national system in 
complete purity. 

‘The weather during the Inst week has 
become mild, and we now see the peach 
trees in blossom, and the willows shooting 
out their leaves. Bats may be scon flying 
about every evening ; and three evenings 
back, I'saw a flock of about two hundred 
wild’ swans flying straight north over m 
residence. Alll these signs denote that the 
cold weather in these region has come to an 
end for tho spring of 1874. We, at the 
ame time, are unable to forget that to-day 
is Good Friday, and the kind of mild spring 
weather we would be witnessing if we were 
now in Old England.

The weather at Peking this last week has 
been pretty warm during the daytime ; an 
has been felt all themore aa wehave scarcely 
yet discarded our clothing. As the 
air is, in the evenings, always filled with 
dust, walking about the streets has become 
extremely unpleasant ; and the only alter- 
native from riding into the country to ob- 
tain exercise and recreation, is walking on 
the uneven brick pavement of city walls, 
But as the Chinese are not allowed by 
their paternal Government to walk on the 
walls, one cannot hear any news from the 
inhabitants in our evening strolls there. At 
Peking, public parks do not exist, in which 
one can meet the world and learn the news 
of the day. 

‘We can consequently only know what is 
going on through the Peking Gazette, whose 
newsis meagre. Asan instance, it made no 
mention even of such an extraordinary 
event-as the Emperor admitting the Fo- 
reign Envoys to an andience on the 29th 
June 1873, for the information and guid- 
ance of the people of China, 

Ithink, for my own part, thata good deal 
of quaint interestattaches to themovements 
of the Emperor; and your readers will see 
that the old saying about the head that 
wears a crown is, inhis case, morethan veri- 
fied. The perpetual journeys, sacrifices, 
and audiences, are sufficient to test the 
strength of even a strong man, and must 
make life a burden indeed to a weakly lad. 

In the Gazette of the 3rd April, we see an 
announcement that His Majesty will on 
the following day proceed by the Hwa-yuen 
gate and the Shin-woo gate to the Ching 
Kwang-teen (some public building) where 
he will transact business, eat his morning 
meal, and give audiences. After that he 
will proceed by the Fuh-hwa gate to the 
Sze-ying-kung (another public building) 
where he will pray and burn incense ; and 
at the Tsze-kewang-ko (the building where 
the foreign audience of 29th June 1873 
took place) will inspect the archery. His 
Majesty will at the Woo-cheng-tsen, a 
building near the Teze-kwang-ko, rest from 
his labors for atime, and will afterwards 
proceed by the Fuh-hwa and right Ching 
kwang gates to the Ta-se-teen (a third pub- 
lie building,) where he will pray and burn 
incense ; aud at the Yu-lan-senen (a fourth 
public building) will eat his evening meal. 
He will then, by the left Ching-bwang gate, 
proceed back to his palace, 


























‘All these acts took place within the 
inner or imperial grounds. I hear that, 
after the archery inspection, the Emperor 
had some sport, asa recreation from his 
previous labors—but probably also fixed 
by law—viz., firing with a fowling piece 
at a number of duck swimming in the 
pond near the Tsze-kwang-ko; but my 
informant was, unhappily, not able to 
say the number of head His Majesty had 
bagged. 

The Gazette of 7th instant announced 
that His Majesty would on that day visit 
certain buildings within the palace park, to 
pray and burn incenso ; and that he would 
also, at the 'sze Kwang-ko grounds, inspect 
the ‘archery of the Imperial guards. In 
the Gazette of the 8th and 9th instant we 
read that His Majesty had appointed 
several high officers to take charge of 
of certain public buildings during 
nce of the Court at the Western 
Tombs ; and that amongst others he had 
appointed a Prince Ching to take charge of

‘The Corean Envoy took his departure 
from Peking for his own country on the 
morning of the 29th March, returning as 
he came, vid Manchuria, I'am unable to 
report that he had during his six weeks 
stay, any intercourse with the Ministers 
of the Western Powers resident at Peking.

deal*of information respecting the present 
existing relations of Coren with Japan, 
and other data likely to be useful for 
future eventualities.

In one’s evening strolls through the main 
thoroughfares of the part of Peking called 
by foreigners the Manchow city, .one 
may see men carrying large pails of water, 
which they will at fitting places put down 
on the ground, and with long-handled 
ladles dash the water on the dusty roads 
and we may discern in this work ® primi- 
tive process of watering the streets. These 
men aro attached to, or rather form part 
of, the police force of the Manchow city ; 
and are under the command of the General- 
in-chief of the Forces of the metropolis, 
There are police stations erected at about 
every 500 yards distance in the main 
streets ; and the men belonging to them 
ave, as part of their daily duties, to water 
the streets every evening. ‘The water 
used for the purpose is obtained, at present 
at least, from the public and private wells 
in the neighborhood of each station. The 
work, however, is very imperfectly carried 
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out; for, notwithstanding the previous 
evening's watering, from daylight to dark 
clouds of dust are flying about in the air. 
‘The public wells in the streets of the 
Manchow city are distinguished as wells of 
aweet, and wells of brackish or bitter, water. 
The water of the former is used by the in- 
habitants for drinking and culinary purposes, 
and that of the latter for washing. | Strange 
to say, the whole of the public wells in Pe- 
king are in the hands of natives of Shan- 
‘tung, chiefly people from Tangchowfoo (the 
treaty port), who reut them from the au- 
thorities at a certain sum per annum. 
These people supply the population of 
Peking by taking the water in tubs placed 
jim long carts, or on barrows, or by carry- 
ing it in buckets on their shoulders to the 
houses of the purchasers ; and as the busi- 
ness is a monopoly in the hands of the 
Shantung men, they rule the prices to be 
paid. The wells are generally situated in 
the ‘main thoroughfares, and are on an 
average about thirty feet deep. The water 
is raised in small water-tight wicker bucl 
ets, one being attached to each end of a 
rope which runs over a wheel of a foot in 
diameter, fixed in a wooden frame elevated 
about 7 or 8 feet from the hole in the 
centre of the stone slab which covers 
the mouth of the well. This hole is about 
twelve inches in diameter. While the 
man who works this gear is emptying 
anewly raised bucket, the other bucket 
is in the well, filling itself. While pull- 
ing up the full bucket, the empty one is 
being lowered into the water. As may be 
perceived from the above description, the 
watering of the streets and the raising of 
water from the wells in this 13th year 
of Tung-chih, is done in a most primitive 
style. Perhaps, however, at the arson 
ing examinations of Tsinsze, the Keujiu 
competitors may, asachange, be called 
upon to write essays on improved methods 
of watering streets and the raising of well 
water ; and we may in this way see progress 
‘even in Peking. ff

cakea—a sort of early breakfast in fact. 
then, when he learnt that the Empresses- 
owager were close on the place, he 
rode off on pony back, leaving the 
building vacant for them; for it appea 
that, according to Imperial etiquette, the 
Emperor and the Empresses-dowager could 
not meettogether, notwithstanding they are 
mother and son. 

‘On the Empresees reaching the Wang- 
hae-low, they alighted from their sedans— 
also yellow colored and carried by eight 
dear nd also partook of refreshment. 
‘After staying a quarter of an hour they got 
into carts, and proceeded on their journey. 
About forty finely dressed servant girls, 
from thirteen to nineteen years of age, 
accompanied the Empresses, and these again 
hada number of middle-aged women to 
dress and attend on them. The hand- 
maidens and their female servants all 
travelled in carts, and appeared to enjoy the 
trip immensely, judging by their looks and 
laughter. 

‘The Emperor wore a winter or spring 
official hat, on the crown of which was a 
red silk knot, similar to that worn by His 
































Highness Prince Kung, a jacket (makwa) 
of some sort of dark colored silk, with a 
gown of light blue colored silk, and, of 
course, the black satin official boots. 

The Empresses had their hair dressed 
horn fashion, exactly as we see in the 
case of the high class ladies in the capital. 
The Empress-mother looked extremely 
well, and appeared to eujoy the trip hearti- 
ly. Both the ladies were of course dressed 
in splendid silks. 

‘The Emperor, when seen about 8.30 or 
9.a.m., was about twelve li distant from 
the Fow-ching gate. He did not appear a 
first-class horseman, as he held the reins 
of the bridle with his right hand, the arm 
stretched almost to its full length, with the 
hand of course well forward on the pony’s 
neck. A groom walked on the near side 
of the pony and had hold of the rein there. 
‘The Emperor appeared either very fatigued 
or entirely sunk in thonght, for he did 
not lovk either to the right or to the left, 
at the people kneeling by the roadside, 
but sat bent forward on the saddle like a 
very wearied person. He is apparently of 
short stature; his face is long, thin and 
sallow. 

‘The Emperor was then about four li 
distantfrom the Empresses-dowager. There 
appeared to be four trusty officers riding 
close to him, all young healthy strong men, 
say not above twenty years of age. I have 
been told that the son of Sang-ko-lin-sin 
always travels with the Emperor, and close 
to his person. A large body of officers 
rode both before and behind the court. 
‘As the Emperor rode along the road (I 
speak of when he was twelve /i from the 
Fow-ching city gate) the country people 
‘and those from the city who were curious 
to see His Majesty, were allowed by the 
officers of the guards to approach the road, 
say from ten to twelve paces from the part 
on which he rode, and kneel down and 
look. It is to this time that my description 
of the Emperor’s appearance refers 

All along the route there were soldiers 
with drawn swords stationed, standing 
each about thirty yards apart. “Two large 
Imperial flags were carried behind the 
Court, say a couple of Li. 

Tam not aware that Prince Kung and 
the other members of the Privy Council 
accompanied the Emperor. Prince Kung 
would no doubt see His Majesty as far as 
the first resting-place on his way. I know, 
however, that all his other uncles went.

YOKOHAMA. 


The Japan Sait believes that the ex- 
pedition to Formosa will consist of three 
vessels and about 1,000 men, ‘‘The plan 
intended to be adopted by the Japanese 
Government for the prevention of similar 
outrages for the future, is the occupation 
of the South point of Formosa, which will 
enable them to command the aboriginal 
territory. The Chinese Government is 
believed to disclaim all jurisdiction over 
this territory, and all responsibility in re- 
gard to tho acts of the tribes occupying it. 
Indeed, the Chinese maps of Formosa are 
drawn with a sharp line running north and 
south through the Island, intimating this 
very decidedly. The step of the Japanese 
Government involves the difficulty of joint 
ocenpation—one never free fromdifficulties, 
and often provocative of collision, as their 
experience of Saghalien must have taught 
them ; and how they will agree with the 
Chinese, with whom they will certainly 
‘come more or less into contact, remains to 
be seen.” 

‘Mr. Haynen, late Assistant-Acting Judge 
at Yokohama, took leave of the Bench which 
he has now occupied for over three years, on 
the 8th inst.; and Mr. Goodwin, Assistant

Japan, took his place. The Mail adds— 
“Tt is fortunately no praise to say of an 
English Judge that he is impartial, con- 
scientious and painstaking.

ACHEEN. 


The Dutch do not appear to be making 
much progress in Acheen. Since the fall 
of the Kraton, they have captured two or 
three forts, but have directed their ener- 
gies mainly to fortifying themselves in the 
Kraton, with a view, we may naturally 
infer, of permanently occupying the place. 
Short telegrams announce the submission 
of a headman or two, but the chinfs seem 
as hostile as ever, and the Dutch army 
does not appear very eager to follow up 
its hard-earned victories by making further 
inroads into the country, which is briefly 
described as ‘‘ difficult,” and where, pro- 
bably, the force could not connt on the 
assistance of the guns of -the navy in 
encounters with its spirited enemy. There 
is, so far, little to shew after all for the 
cost incurred in blood and treasure in this 
war ; and it has been shown that, though 
the Kraton was said to bo the last strong- 
hold of the Achinese, they are adepts in 
the art of fortification, and throw up earth- 
works and admirable defences with great 
skill, in, for them, an incredibly short 
time. 

The Dutch are withdrawing the greater 
part of their forces from Acheen, leaving 
about 2,000 men, under General Verspyken, 
in the Kraton, where they will be supplied 
with sufficient provisions to last them dur- 
ing the rainy season, General Van Swie- 
ten will return to Batavia, with the main 
portion of the troopa, but will, it is an- 
nounced, return again in the latter part of 
this year with a third expedition, should 
the Achinese still hold out.— Straits Times,

ABSTRACT OF PEKING GAZETTES, 

March 26th.—(1) Ytan Pao-héng is ap- 
pointed one of the -Under-Secretaries of 
the Privy Council, with the rank appended 
of Vice-President’ of the Board of Cere- 
monies. 

(2) The memorial by Tuhingah and 
Ghihho respecting the disappearance of 
the ‘treasure-box” from the roof of one 
of the temples at the Imperial Mausolea, 
decrees upon which have already app»ared, 
is printed in full. ‘The whole roof of the 
building having been demolished, and the 
most cateful search made, no trace could 
be found of this palladium of the building. 

March 27th,—J. A Decree. After Our 
departure on the 10th April (for the visit 
to the Tombs) let the Prince of Chéng, 
K'ing-che,—the Grand Secretary Shan 
Mow-k’ien,—the Presidents Wan ‘Ts’ing-li 
and Ch’ung-lnn,—and the Capta 
of the Constabulary, Ying Yiiun, remain 
in Peking to conduct the public business, 
The Prince of Chéng, K’ing-che, Shan 
Mow-Wien, Wan Ts'ing-to, and Ch’ung- 
lun, four in all, will take it by turns daily 
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to reside within the Palace. Those of the 
High Commissioners] who are not in turn 
for residence will go off duty at 3 p.m. 
Ying Yiian will go to the Palace daily to 
transact business, but will not be required 
to go into residence. He may go off duty 
at noon, before his eolleagues.—Respect 
is! 

(The Prince of Chéng, K’ing-che, is the 
present representative of one of the eight 
perpetual Princedoms instituted by the 
founder of the existing dynasty). 

(2) The Governor of Honan reports the 
hearing of a criminal ease by the high pro- 
vineial authorities, on its having been re- 
ferred back to them after an appeal at the 
capital, Aman named Liu Hwan-chang 
had appealed, alleging that one Ma Sung 
and certain others, to revenge. themselves 
on his father Liu Wen, for giving informa- 
tion that a certain Ma Hin had been hired 
mubstitute for a criminal under sen- 
tence, had murdered Liu Wén and thrown 
his body into a river. ‘The facts of the 
case, as reported by the Governor after the 
trial, are that the man alleged to be mur- 
dered was in reality never harmed, but 
was induced to abscond in support of the 
accusation trumped up by his son, who had 
been persuaded to take the steps he did 
by the wife of a member of the Ma family 
named Ma Ho, who had really been mur- 
dered by the prisoner Ma Hin. It being 
proved that Liu Hwan-chang has brought 
an unfounded charge, involving peril of 
condemnation to death on the person he 
accuses, he has incurred tho penalty of 
100 blows and transportation to a distance 
of 3,000 li, with three years’ penal servi- 
tude added. ‘This sentence is referred by 
rescript for the consideration of the Board 
of Punishments. 

March 29th The Governor of 
Kiang-su reports the result of an. inquiry 
into the case of a prisoner named Chang- 

i k from Peking on a charge of 
his Majesty when returning in 
ring of 1873 from the Kastern 
‘Mansolea and presenting a petition contrary 
to Jaw. Tho petioner, who had en~ 
deavonred to obtain the reversal of a 
judicial decree pronounced in the local 
courts respecting a dispute about the 
ownership of some land and a grave-site 
which has been contested since 1854, 
adjudged to have incurred 
transportation ; but, as he al 
in the only support of his aged mother, an 
enquiry is to be made into the t 
thie statement before carrying the s 
inte effect. 

(2) A rescript is issued in reply to 
fa report from the Governer of Yiin-nan, 
stating that a young man named Yang 
Tutsi has assaasinated an officer Jately 
holding the rank of Prefect of Tung- 
cW’wan, in rovenge for the murder of 
Yang Ju-tsi’s uncle by the underlings 
of the Prefect after a quarrel in the lat- 
tor’s Yamen. ‘The assassin, in considera-

The Lilly and Fearless rounded 3 to 5 
minutes later, and the houseboat Widgeon 
almost with the Madcap. Down tho wind

‘THE 8. Y. C. RIFLE COMPETITION. 


The S. V. C. Spring Meoting commenced 
on the 17th inst., with threo short-range 
competitions, the first for Artillery and 
Riflemen who have neverwon any prize, the 
second for Mih-ho-loongs under the same 
restriction, and the third for Rangers. 
‘The distances for the two former were 200 
yds, standing and 400 yds. in any position ; 
and for the last 200 and. 300 yds. in any 
position. 

‘The early competitors were fortunate in 
having one of the most beautiful Spring 
mornings we have yet seen, with a. bright 
but not dazzling light, a pleasant and 
genial temperature, and a slight breeze 
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from the south which was not strong 
enough to interfere in any way with the 
shooting. ‘The day’s proceedings were 
begun with the soldierly punctuality which 
we should like to see emulated at drill 
and parade ; the advertised hour was 6.30, 
and at 6.35 the first shot of the Meeting 
was fired. We were.glad to observe, also, 
much more’ smartness than formerly in the 
‘working of the signalling discs and. flags, 
in the changing of targets, and in the 
arrangements generally, so that the large 
morning squad of 29 men were able to 
finish their shooting somewhere about 10 
o'clock, 

‘The scoring as a whole was not very 
good, but it was not expected to be so ; the 
first day’s competitions being intended 
chiefly to give new men an opportunity of 
frying what they eould do without attempt- 
ing, the discouraging task of competing 
against experienced shots, There was a 
very great amount of nervousness among 
the beginners, and this affected them of 
course chiefly at the standing range, where 
many men missed the target repeatedly, 
who would be very much astonished if 
they performed that feat in practi 
There were, however, a few fair scores 
made at this distance, Priv. Sykes scoring 
six centres with a ricochet, and Private 
Hogarth three centres and four outers, it 
competition No. 1. ‘The Mih-ho-loongs 
shot badly, Priv, Audrew being best with 
15, one point over an average of outers. 
Only two Rangors shot in this squad, 
scoring respectively 16 aud 14, 

‘At 400 yards, the practico was much 
better, Private’ Wyatt making the fine 
score of four bull’s-eyes and three centres, 
26 out of a possible 28, which wins him 
the Mih-ho-loong Cup; Private Andrew, 
who scored here an average of centres, 
taking the socond prize. 

Among the Riflemen, the best score was 
Private Ulrich’s average of centres, but as 
he had shot poorly at 200 yds.’ Private 
Sykes takes tho prize with a, very. stendy 
total, made up of one “bull,” ten centres 
and an outer, with two ricochets ; Pri 
Pugh coming second. 

in the afternoon squad, which also com- 
menced with commendable punctuality, 
only two or three men of the Infantry 
Companies shot, but the Rangers turned 
out in fair strength. Captain Dunn made 
their best shooting at 200 yards, Trooper 
Kerr (the winner of this Prize last

‘The concluding competition of this Meet- 
ing, that for the Mih-ho-loong Challenge 
Cup, was shot off on Thursday, and aftor 
one of the most interesting contests we have 
seen, Private Glass was returned tho first 
holder of this valuable prize, ‘The result 
is in every way satisfactory ; he won with 
a good score in a close fight, having shot 
well and steadily, but with bad luck 
throughout the Meeting, and as one of the 
oldest and staunchest upholders of the 
reputation of his Company, he well de- 
serves to hold its Challonge Cup.

Among the magnificent speci of 
modern naval architecture which the 
Messageries Maritimes Company have 
placed on their Oriental line, tho latest 
and most improved is the Anadyr, which 
arrived at this, the Eastern terminus of 
the voyage, with the Inst French mai 
Following the duvial system adopted in 
the Messageries fleet, the Anadyr takes 
her ame from a ‘navigable river of 
Siberia, which falls into the Gulf of the 
me name south of Behring’s Straits. The 
eamer is, wo believe, the same size as 
the one previously turned out from the 
Com) yards, the Trvacwaddy, her 

Jing, length 130 metres or 
about 412 English feet; breadth 39 feet. 
With 2,000 tons deadweight, or 3,400 
measurement, she has a mean’ draught of 
Gf metres, oF 19 feet, and displaces 5,440 
tons of water. She ‘has accommodation 
for 187 paseongers—105 first, 46 second, and 
36 third ; and carries a crew, all told, of 
172. 

‘The Anadyr is iron throughout, from

be worked safely ; so that, as the shaft is 
frequently examined along its whole length, 
possible danger from a breakdown of 
machinery is reduced to a minimum, 
There are three double boilers, or six 
altogether, fed by 9 furnaces on either side. 
‘The consumption of coal is nearly 40 tons a 
day; burning at that rato at the trial trip the 
steamer made, on 59-60 Ibs. of steam, 
giving 74 revolutions per minute, 14.39 
knots.

SEWARD ROAD EXTENSION. 
‘The following letter has been addressed 
by the Couneil to certain gentlemen in- 
terested in the above project. 
Shanghai, 4th April, 1874. 

Gexriznex,—The Works Committee 
have given careful consideration to your 
letter of 22nd December last, calling their 
attention to the extension of the Seward 
Road and the Banding of the North side 
of the Soochow Creek, from a point uppo- 
site the Honan Road to the site uf the old 
© Wills” Bridge. 

‘They gather from the Minutes, and from 
members of the previous Works Committee, 
that the understanding in connexion with 
the carrying out of the Seward Road, was 
that the foreign proprietors of land should 

owners for the sue- 
of their property 
as were required for the Road, and the 
terms, subject to approval of the Couneil, 
on which they would make such surrender 
=the Council believing that better terms 
could be secured in this way, than by the 
Municipality entering the market as pur- 
chasers ; dint upon the conditions being 
mutually agreed upon, the price aske 
was to be paid by the ‘Council, the ond 
Jaid out, and the Bridge constructed over 
the Hongkew Creek. 

‘The Council, not hearing’ from those 
more particularly interested in the work, 
addressed you under date of December last, 
in order to ascertain what steps lad been 
taken, aud what proposal, if any, you had 
mit to the Board. 

your reply of 22nd December, now 
jer notice, whilst not stating that any 
action had been taken to arrive ut any 
arrangement with the Chinese proprietors, 
ou are of opinion that the land and 
houses necessary to be stirrendered to ex- 
tend the road from the Hongkew Creek 
to the point already made up (near Dent 
Road), can be secured for ‘Tis, 2,000.

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DARWINISM. 


On the 30th ultimo, Dr. MacGowan deli- 
vered a very interesting lecture at the Tem- 
perance Hail, explanatory of the Darwinian 
theory of the erigin of man, of which we 
are only able togiveasummary. Mr. Blethen 
presided, and there was a large audience. 

‘The Cuarmmax having made a few intro- 
ductory remarks, 

‘The Lecroner said, on a former occasion he 
had attempted to explain some recent disco- 
veries in physical science—the chemistry of 
the skies, their conservation and correlation, 

+” spectrum analysis, and the like subjects, 
which pertained to the abiological as: contra- 
Gistinguished to biological sscience, the one 
having for its study inorganic, and’ the other 
organic matter. It was to abranch of the 
last named 








a 
problem naturalists felt. themselves bound to 
Solve. Their investigations forced this upon 
thom, with what result he should attempt 
briefly to explain. But first a word of self 
explanation as to his us lecture. A 
painstaking and public-spirited critic took 
the trouble to animadvert on the report pub- 
lished in the newspapers, pointing out that 
the facts therein discussed’ were not original. 
He had better confess, before proceeding fur- 
ther, that the present discourse would also 
be found wanting in originality, differing only 
from the sources from which it was derived 
by being familiar, off-hand, and chatty, 
Darwinism owednot a little of its popularity 
to the character of Darwin, who was not only 
illustrious as one of the leading naturalists 
of the day, but had by his amiable candour 
‘won general confidence, His theory had been 
made acceptable also through the advocacy of 
Professor Huxley. ‘Two antagonistic views 
prevailed with rene to the origin of vegeta 
Je and animal life—one, that of special 
ereation, the other, that of evolution, which 
included the Darwinian theory. ‘The Lecturer 
then referred the theory of the two French 
naturalists, M. M. Lamarck and St, Hillaire, 
which taught ‘the indefinite transmutation of 
species ;—that animals whose existence was 
made known to us through geology were the 
ancestors of thoso now living, however great 
the difference between them. According to 
the theory of thé itlemen, it was not the 
form of their bodies which gave rise to their 
habits, but it was their habits which gave ri 
totheit peculiar form. For example, web-footed 
animals were not made web-footed in order 
that they might swim, but their wants at- 
tracted them to the water, and through the 
repeated striking of their toes in the water, 
the skin became united at the base. And it 
the same way the giraffe acquired its elong- 
ated neck, ‘The orang-outang, in like manner, 
by constrain of eireumstances, lost the habit 
of climbing trees, and hanging on by the fe 
coming to use the latter only for walking, and, 
ceasing to employ the hands for locomotion, 
became in course of time a double handed 
race, such as we, their descendants, now are. 
But geological discoveries about thirty years 
ago led to the adoption of this theory ina 
modified form, Darwin and Wallace had at that 
time already arrived at conclusions somewhat 
similar, and they simultaneously propounded 
the theory to which the namo of the former 
had been given. ‘The new theory taught that 
by the survival of the species which fad the 
greatest facility for obtaining food, all the 
changes of transmutation were effected. For 
‘example, in contradiction to Lamarck’s theory, 
it taught that the giraffe did not acquire its 
Jong neck by desiring to reach the foliage of 
Jofty trees, and constantly stretching out 
its ‘neck for that purpose, but that varieties 
which occurred with a longer neck than usual 
were able to reach the higher foliage of trees, 
while the shorter necked of the species died 
on the first scarcity of food. As a corrollary 
from Darwin's deductions regarding the origin 
of species, it followed that he should as-ign 
‘an animal origin to mav. The only novelty 
in his ideas, which, in a manner of speaking, 
had already been anticipated by Lamarck, was 
that the origin of our monkey ancestor was 
traced back to a marine animal, a fact not 
without interest to marine hearers. ‘The par- 
ticular animal responsible for our existence 
under this theory was an Ascidian, or rather 
the larva of an’ Ascidian, which ‘had some- 
thing of the form of a tad-pole, and is called 
in the vernacular the “‘sea-squirt.” They 
could sometimes be observed a little below 
low water mark, attached to rocks, often 























































































beautifully colored with orange, crimson, and 
white. ‘These animals were developed by 
natural selection into a fish-like animal, then 
into a reptile but amphibious creature, then 
into a kangaroo, and this into an ape.” Our 
Simian ancestor was traced to Africa, anatomi- 
cal reasons being given why the ancient, old- 
world ape, rather than that of the new world, 
had claims to our filial regard. While Dar- 
win was candid enough to affirm that the 
mental faculties cannot be traced from brute 
to man, evolutionists generally boldly argued 
that mind, like life, was evolved from dead 
matter, and conscience also; that mind was 
merely’ a modification of matter, that thought 
was a secretion of the braiu, as bile was of the 
liver, and with still greater precision they 
taught us that thought is phosphorus. Ac- 
cording to this, it’ was conceivable that 
some day we might be able to ascertain 
the quantity of phosphorus required for a 
given mental operation Doubtless, a little 
Would go a great way, and. probably as much 
as is consumed in lighting a match would 
suffice to evolve all the mercantile trans- 
actions of the Shanghai mart for a week, aud 
the leaders of the daily papers to boot! 
Darwinism had an explauation of the origin 
of the moral ideas, the possession of which 
more than anything else distinguished man 
from the brute. ‘The moral sense was evolved 
from the social instincts. Thus, after a person 
had mastered his social instincts, be would 
reflect, and compare the now weakened. im- 
pulses with the ever-present social instinct, 
and he would then feel that sense of dissatis- 
faction which all unsatisfied instincts left be- 
hind them. This was conscience. In Mr. 
Darwin's last work, The Expression of the 
Emotions in Man and Animals, he shewed that 
the theory of the expressions which he ex- 
plained served to confirm the conclusions that 
‘man was derived from some lower animal form. 
‘The Lecturer next proceeded to give a 
resumé of the objections that had been 
brought against the Darwinian theory of 
evolution, first referring to the charge that it 
was subversive of fundamental religious be- 
lief, adducing the evidences of Dr. Brown, 
Rev. Mr. Heuslam, aud Professor Le Conte 
‘and other religious anatomists. Mr. Darwin's 
theory of the origin of our moral ideas 
met with scant favour in any quarter, 
being condemned by noted psychologists as 
cone of the loosest and most unsatisfactory. 
Objections were made to Darwinism from a 
hamanitatian stand-point,— that it forced the 
weak to give place to the strong,—but this 
objection was suaiewhat neutralized by the 
fact that Darwin considered his views as esta- 
lishing the doctrine of the unity of the human 
race. Dr. Maogowan next gave the scientific 
objections to the theory raised by astronomers 
and geologists, the former affirining that the 
globe was formed at a comparatively late date, 
whereas the formation of all living creatur 
by natural selection required indetinite ay: 
and the latter holding that the tests by 
geological sequence, as demonstrated by 
Agassiz, wholly failed to prove the hypothesis 
of transmutation. After referring at great 
Iength to the researches of Professor Hoeckel, 
the great comparative anatomist, and other 
advocates of evolution, the Lecturer said 
that although Darwinism would account 
for many phenomena which could not 
otherwise be explained, there remained a 
vrofounder set of facts which natural selection 
failed to reach. Que of the most zealous 
upholders of the theory admitted that it 
failed to establish the ape origin of man ; and 
in saying that this 
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‘At the close a vote of thanks was accorded 
to the Lecturer. 








THE Loss OF THE “ Ni.” 

Tho acting agent of the Messageries Mari- 
times Company, M. J. Chapsal, sends the 
following cominunication, respecting the loss 
of the it, to the Yokohama papers : 

In view of the sad emotions into which the 
loss of the Nil has thrown the foreign commu- 
nity of Yokohama, I have been for some time 
desirous of giving to thé public, through the 
press, some information as to the circumstances 
which led to the loss of this unfortunate 
steamer. Unfortunately, the small. number 
of survivors from the accident (two sailors, 
the ship's baker, and a cook—a passenger), 
and, above all, their incompetence to give any 














‘exact account of the disaster, made me fear to 


give particulars which might not be correct, 60 
that I saw myself obliged to await the result 
of the painful and laborious enquiry which has 
just terminated, 

‘The Nil left Hongkong on the 13th of 
March. Up to the 20th the passage was 
accomplished as is usual at this time of year— 
that is to say, with rough and fine weather 
alternately. During the day, on the 20th, 
the weather became cloudy, ‘the sea rough, 
and the wind blew with great violence from 
the SE. In consequence of the state of the 
atmosphere, it was impossible to take obser- 
vations at midday. At night, the fog had 
become very thick, it rained heavily, and the 
sea was extremely rough. 

About 10 in the evening, Capt. Samat must 
have supposed from his dead reckoning that 
he was in sight of the lighthouse on Rock 
Island, but the darkness of a rainy and foggy 
night ‘prevented the rays of light being seen, 
aud not perceiving light to guide im, he 
ordered speed to be slackened. They were 
then steering N.E., with staysails aud the 
two jibs set, when, at about a quarter past 
eleven o'clock, a slight shock was felt. ‘The 
vessel, drawn out of her course by the violent 
currents, of which so little is known, and 
which surround these Islands, the Captain 
found himself entangled in the midst of rocks 
from which it was impossible to extricate 
steamer, 

The group of rocks which the Vid was 
lost is known to the inhabitants of the coast 
as Mitsun Ichi*, It is composed of three 
principal oues, forming a triangle, of which the 
base is towards the sea; and in the limit of 
which all evolutions re impossible to a 
steamer of the dimensions of the Nil. 
only means by which tho unfortunate steaner 
could escape was in going astern, or in crossing 
tthe line of rocks, At the moment of the shock, 
Captain Samat, who was upon the bridge, im- 
mediately gave the order to go astern, and to 
take mut scarcely had the engines made 
‘one revolution before one of the piston rods: 
80 the order could not be executed 
ho was forced at any price whatso- 
tricate himself from his present 
perilous situation. ‘Ihe steamer, deprived of 
all help from her engines, could no longer bo 
steered ; it had simply become the plaything 
of a furious sea, and struck with violence 
against the rocke, the water rushing in at an 
opening made in’ the fore part of the hull, 

ue Captain then probably resolvedto attompt 
the only hope of saving his ship, that ia to 
say, by crossing the line of breakers ahead of 
him, ant upon which the wind and the sea 
were driving him. Perhaps ho, observed a 
short distance on the other side of the roo 
‘small bay, where he may have hoped. his 
vessel would have run aground, and thus 
save the lives of the passengers and crew, 
He ordered the jis to be run up, 
the main topsail to be loosed—t 
topgallant sail (2) was propared. Ai 
the sails, and helped also a little by the onl 
engine that was in working order, but whic 
was too feeble of itself to work'them astern, 
the Nil forged ahead ; but all efforts were 
futile, for, in a moment, the vessel found her- 
self upon a rock. It was then that the Capt., 

ing the impossibility of following out 
feas, and doubtless hoping to await day- 
light, and thus save the ship and effect a 
landing under less perilous conditions, gave 
the order to let go the two auchors aud take 


in sail, but these last orders there was not time

siderable, and her hold filling rapidly, thatshe 
‘Degan to plunge forward, when an enormous 
wave caused her to slide upon the rock where 
her stern still touched, and cross it when 
she immediately went down, bow first. 

At the last moment, the two sailors managed. 
to launch a small boat, and thus effected their 
own rescue. In view of this almost unhoped 
for escape, one immediately asks oneself why 
all the boats were not launched, and one is 
naturally led to think that, by this means, 
if not all, of least a great number the un- 
fortunate victims might have been saved. 

Is there not, however, room to believe that 
it only two sailors were euabled to launch a 
boat and thus save their lives, it might not 
have been “the same, in a general order, when

it was a question of embarking nearly a hund- 
red persons in the midst of a furious sea. It 
is beyond doubt that, in a similar case, and 
similar accidents prove it, there is con- 
fusion, the Captain and officers are little if at 
all listened to, and the violent haste, easily ex- 
plained under such circumstances, is often the 
cause of the death of a great number. 

The last. orders of Captain Samat seem to 
prove that he was under the impression that 

is steamer had ran upon a bank ; thus the 
lives of those on would be, for a few 
hours at least, out of danger, and this seems 
also to have been the opinion of most of the 
others, as the deposition of the baker Michel 
prove 

‘The two sailors who had managed to launch 
the boat invited Michel to join them, but he 
refused, thinking the means of escape too 
critical’ He thought, so he declares, ‘that 
the ship was then aground, and that all 
danger for the present had’ disappeared.” 
‘These are doubtless the motives which pre- 
vented Captain Samat from attempting this 
means of rescue, and it was in doiug his 
utmost to save everyone that the loss of all 
became fatally certain. 

‘This is the only information that it 
sible for one to give upon the circumstances 
which probably led to the loss of the Nil. 
I say “probable circumstances,” for those 
to whom any responsibility whatsoever could 
attach, and who alone could. throw a light 
upon the gloomy drama of the night of the 

th, Match, perished at their post: giving 
anoble example followed by all on board ; 
struggling courageously with death until the 
end.

From the official investigation into the loss 
of the M. M.S. Nil, as yet unpublialed, it 
appears that on first touching the ground the 
captain gave orders to reverse te engines, 
which was at once done. On endeavoring to 
resume further progress along the coast, how- 
over, one of the pistons broke. Every’ effort 
was made below to remedy the defect by 
orders from the captain himself, who was and 
hhad been on deck prior to and at the time of 
touching. In the meantime sail was got up, 
i jew of assisting the vessel in its 
crippled state, but owing to the rough sea, 
and the violence of the wind at the time, she 
gradually drifted on to the coast, notwit 
standing all that could be done to prevent it, 
lodging finally between two forked ‘rocks, Ié 
was considered to be folly to take to the 
boats, owing to the violence of the tempest, 
and the rocks about. ‘The captain and pas- 
sengers felt so secure in this position that no 
one withed for the moment to quit the vessel, 
and anchor was cast, in the hope that she 
would gradually settle down on a sandbank, 
or some such bottom, so near were they to the 
coast, The hopes of the unfortunates were 
soon rudely shaken. The raging wind and 
sea dislodged the vessel from her presumed 
secure position, shaking her violently from 
side to side, and dashing her against the two 
jutting rocks—knocking in the starboard side, 
Shifting from her original position, she at last 
went down slowly, bow first. Many of the 
passengers, as in ‘the case of the baker, so 
firm was the belief in the shallowness of the 
water thereabouts, remained on the receding 
deck until their feet were under water. 
Owing, it is said, to the dangerous nature 
of the coast, and the exposed and troubled sea 
prevailing asa rule in the neighborhood, the 
probability of saving the cargo of the Nil, or 
portions of it, are extremely problematical, 





























LOSS OF THE “ CITY OF NIAGARA.” 

The British schooner City of Niagara 
has foundered, about 18 miles distant from 
Gotto Islands. Mr. White, one of the pilots 
at Nagasaki, arrived at this port the same 
day, bringing with him four Japanese sailors 
and the Chinese assistant supercargo, sur- 
vivors from the schooner—which left this 
port on the 19th ultimo bound for Taku, 
with a cargo consisting ‘of tea, sea-weed, 
isinglass, and general Chinese merchandise. 
‘Accompanied by the four ship-wrecked seamen 
and the supercargo, Mr. White waited upon 
H. B. M. Consul, and before this gentleman 
one of the men, Tomakitehi, made a statement 
to the following effect. 

The City of Niagara sailed from Nagasaki 
fon the 19th of March ; and it soon came on 
to blow strongly from N,E, ‘The vessel began 











to make a great deal of water, and on witness 
being sent down into the chainlocker, he 
found the water up to his waist. All hands 
went to the pumps and for 24 hours worked 
hard at them, during which time several of 
the sails were carried away, and it became 
evident that the vessel was settling down. 
The two boats were then got out, the 

one manned by Capt. Andrew Mitchel 
chief and second mates, two Japanese sailors, 
the cook and five Chinamen, whilst four 
Japanese sailors and the assistant supercargo 
got into the other. Almost immediately after 
bandoniug the vessel those in the small boat 
saw her sink out of sight. ‘They saw no sigus 
of the larger boat, and do not even know 
whether she was clear of the sinking vessel 
before she went down. 

‘They made an old blanket serve as a sail, 
and then steered for an island called Mishima 
where they landed on the evening of the same 
day. Here they remained five days living on 
shell fish and herbs : a westerly wind spring- 
ing up they put off again, and. after Mel 
driven about for two days, ultimately reache 
the island of Koshiki, where they remained 
for 11 days, when they were picked up by Mr. 
White, the pilot, who it appears was in that 
quarter. 

From what has been learned from the sur- 
vivors, it is surmised that the scuppers on 
deck had been blocked up with fire wood 
belonging to the Chinese pastengers, and that 
the water had accumulated on deck’ and went 
down the scuttle-hatch immediately before 
the windlass, as two chain pipes six inches in 
diameter, leading into the chain lockers, were 
at each end of the windlass, raised some eight 
inches above the level of the deck—the water 
is reported to have gone down the chain pipes 
in considerable quantities. ‘he vessel had a 
crew of 16 hands all told: Captain Andrew 
Mitchell, who is a brother of the owner, it 
seems had just arrived here from home to take 
command of a new steam-tug, which is ex- 
pected to be launched here shortly, but went 
in the schooner until the fitting out of the 
tug had been completed ; the chief mate was 
Capt. Breemerkamp, lately in command of the 
Japanese bark the Zai Wun-maru ; the 2nd 
mate was a German whose name we have been 
unable to ascertain. The vessel and her 
freight, estimated together at $8,000, we hear 
were uninsured. The cargo valued at about 
$14,000 is insured in various offices. ‘The 
vessel had passed through various adventures 
in the course of her vareer. In 1867 she was 
taken by pirates near to Hongkong, while she 
waa on a voyage to this port, On this occasion 
two of the crew wore killed ; the remainder, 
including the Captain, managed to escape in 
One of the boats, and ‘returned to the former 
place. After the pirates ad stolen a portion 
of the cargo, &., they abandoned the vessel, 
and she was picked up bya pilot boat and 
taken back to Hongkong.—Vapasaki xpress.

H. B. M. SUPREME COURT. 


Shanghai, April 17. 

Before Sir Eoatusp Honxay, Chief Judge. 

R. v, Pau Davis. 
Obtaining goods by false pretences. 

His Lordship took his seat at 10 o'clock. 

‘The following were sworn on the Jury— 
Messrs. Wm. Glover, J. Johnston, C. Y. 
‘Maevicar, Wm. Miller, and F. G. Walsh. 

‘The Clerk of Court then read the indictment, 
charging the prisoner with obtaiuing from 
Tong-cben-tung, the proprietor of a store in 
Hongkew, on the 13th March, a box of cigars 
by the pretence that he had a shop in the 
French Concession. 

Prisoner pleaded not guilty. 

Insp. StairLixc then gave a summary of the 
evidence to be brought before the Court on 
the part of the prosecution, observing, in con- 
clusion, that he had not been informed until 
the previous day that the proprietor of the 
shop in question had gone away to 
days ago. 4 
Prisoner held that when a witness had 
given evidence against him in the Police 
Court, he ought also to have been brought 
here. 

‘His Lorpsure said the absence of the pro- 
prictor was, if anything, in his favour. 


























Prisoner.—Yes ; it is so far in my favour ; 
but I wanted to ‘prove that he committed 
perjury. He may have been sent to Ningpo 
to be put out of the way, 

His Lonpsutr.—There is not the slightest 
reason to suppose anything of the kind, 

Insp. StrrPuixc said he was not aware 
until 1] o'clock last night that this witness 
had gone away from Shanghai. The shroff 
whom he had sent to his house to remind him 
of the trial, had then been told that the wit- 
ness had gone to Ningpo, but had forgotten 
to tell him. 

Prisoner.—As Crown’prosecutor you ought 
to have held him over to bail to appear 
against me. 

‘His Lordship—You can have the evidence 
of the owner of the shop read over to you if 
you wish it. 

‘Tuy-cuE-TuNG, an assistant in the shop of 
the prosecutor, and the principal witness in 
the case, was then cautioned to speak the 
truth. He gave an account of prisoner's visit 
to the store about five wecks ago, recapitu- 
lating the statement, he made in’ the Police 
Court- alrevdy. fully “reported in. our. co- 
Tumns—as to the account prisoner gave of him- 
self,of his having a store in French ‘Town, 
and of his being second man at Russell's, and 
so forth. After stating the effect of the ne- 
gotiations between them, witness concluded 

Wy stating that the store to which he had been 
taken by the prisoner he had supposed was 
his, and it was on the representations thus 
made to him that he had supplied the goods. 

Warwzss, in cross-examination by prisoner, 
stated there were two proprietors of the 
Bhing-shing store, one. of wuom was a pilot 
and did not appear in the busine: 

Prisoner said this was a different tale to that 
told by witness at the Police Court. He had 
there stated that the proprietor who had given 
evidence there, and wo had now gone away to 
‘Ningpo, was the sole proprietor. 

Insp. SrrivLixc denied this ‘assertion, and 

His Lonpsmir also found that such a state- 
ment did not appear in the depositions taken 
by the Magistrate. 

Prisoner then pressed witness, putting his 
questions in a varioty of forms, au to what in- 

juced him to supply him with the goods, and, 
catching at an answer of the witness's ‘(who 
was giving his ination in “ pidgin” Eng- 
Fendeavoured to make it appear that the 
latter now stated in effect that he supplied the 
eods on the representation of his "pri 

jeing No, 2 man at Russell's, 

Inspector Sratruixc denied that the answer 
of the witness took this effect, but that his 
reply was substantially the same as was 
to the Police Magistrate, viz, that, believin 
risoner had a share in a store on the Frenel 
side, he supplied him with the 

Prisoner still held that witness prevaricated, 
and that if such were the case the indictment 
must at once fall to the ground. He then 
proceeded to read at length two or three cases 
where the prosecution had failed to establish 
their case, having based them on one repre- 
sentation while it appeared in evidence that 
the goods had been supplied on another and a 
different one. 

His Lonpsute said that, although there 
ight be other representations, if the one 
ted in the indictment were duly proved, 
it was sufficient to establish the case. At the 
same time, if other representations were 
pioved, but the one in the indictment not 
proved, the case could not be established, 
it was upon this point he should address the 
Jury. 

‘Wirsess continued that he told prisoner if 
he was proprietor of a storo he could give him 
credit ; and the agreement they . ultimately 
arrived at was that, when the biscuits were 
ready, prisoner would pay him. He had not 
delivered the biscuits. “Prisoner, when at the 
Hongkew store, told him that he had a store 
in the French’ concession and he wanted to 
tend the goods to Hankow, and when witness 
went with him to the shop in the French 
Concession he supposed from the fact of 
his going there ‘that this was his shop. 
Witness “remembered seeing prisoner in 
Hongkew about a week after he went to the 
shop. He had been watching for him. His 
hat was drawn over his face, but witness, who 
had supplied him with it, recognised him 
under it, Witness asked him why he wore 
the hat in that manner, and he replied, be- 
cause it was cold. 

Prisoxer explained to the Court that wit- 
ness, on the occasion just named, and a number 
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of Chinamen, took the law into their own 
hands and bainbooed him. It was in Ningpo 
road, and he was eventually released from his 
unpleasant position by two foreigners. He 
wished to know why witness took these steps. 

Wrrvess.—What for you run away?

Inspector SrrtptiNo explained, in relation to 
the rings, that two rings had been found on 
the prisoner, of the most trumpery descrip- 
tion , and also a watch case. 

Prisoner said the ring he had mentioned 
had a white stone in it, and wasa valuable one. 

Poter Boysox, constable, said the last wit- 
ness took him on the previous afternoon to a 
No, 14 in the French Concession, which 
id prisoner had taken him to. "He had 
ascertained thatit belonged to Mr. Goldeuburg. 

Isaac GoupENnuna said he was the pro- 

rietor of a shop No, 4, Rue du Consul 

Hekmnew the prisoner, who had no interest 
in his store, He had'come to his shop and 
sold him a box of cigars, some tobacco, two 
knivew, aud two pieces of calico. 

Prisonor—What religion are you? 

Witness—I am a Jew. 

Prisoner—Then you had no right to give 
your evidence with your hat off. It is not 
customary with persons of your religion. 

His Lonvsure—It is with the witness op- 
tional whether he does 40 or 

Prisoner—But it is not ee, my Lord. 
A person professing the Jewish belief does 
not give evidence with his hat off,

jouer said this.was uot the case. Thi 
receipts had been made out only two days be 
fore he was arrested, both together. ‘The fact 
was, witness was afraid of getting into trouble 
through his connection with the affair, and to 
avoid this, he asked for the receipts, but only 
two days before the arrest. 

Witness produced the receipts. One was 
dated the 14th and the other the 19th Mareb. 

Prisoner asid although sucl was the cate, he 
could prove the truth of his statement by 
witness's wile. 

His Lonpsury said that it seemed to him 
to be perfectly immterial 

Inspector Sratpitxe said 
pugued the witness's statement, that prisoner 

no connection with his shop. 

Prisoner said after he supplied Goldenburg 
with the cigars, the latter only paid him adollar 
or two at the titne, completely hambugging him. 
But two days before he was arrested, on going 
to him with some calico, Goldenburg told him 
the police were after him and had been at the 
Prince of Wales tavern that morning in search 

of him, and, in order that he might not be 
implicated in the affair, asked him’ (prisoner) 
to give him the receipts. 

Insp. SrRirLixc said this closed the case 

. for the prosecution. 

Prisoner, who had no evidence to bring for- 
ward, then rend a brief defence, quoting two 
cases from Roscoe on Evidence to the effect that 
where oue representation had been alleged but 
not proved, the prosecution, in consequence, 
fell ‘to the ground, although other repre: 
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sentations had been proved. And in this case 
he contended that the first witness, who bad 
supplied him with the 3, did so not 
through the representation of his having 
astore in the French town, but through his 
statement that he was employed at Russell's. 
Should a doubt as to which of the two repre- 
sentations actually induced the Chinaman to 
let him have the goods arise in the minds of 
the Jury, he thought he ought to have the 
benefit of it. 

His Lonpsur then proceeded to sum up. He 
said—The case is a very simple one, and [ 
shall leave it entirely to you. The question you 
have to decide is simply this. Do you believe 
the Chinaman gave these goods—(which the 
prisoner undoubtedly had)—because he, the 
Prisoner, made the statement that he had a 
store on’ the French side; and do you also 
believe that he took the Chinamaa to the 
store, intending him to believe that it was 
his store. If you believe that was the 
inducement which led the Chinaman to sup- 
ply him with the goods, then you must 
undoubtedly convict him.’ It may be also 
true that other inducements were held out, 
—that he led the Chinaman to believe 
0 number two man at Russell 
mut that wont at all interfere with 
first ‘inducement. Tt may be that there 
were half-a-dozen other inducements, but the 
only question you have to decide is, do you 
believe the material inducement was tbat the 
Chinaman supplied the goods to the prisoner 
believing that he was ‘a storekeeper. He 
may have also induced him to believe that 
he was an agent for Russell and Co., and 
several other ‘things, but the question for 
you is, was this representation of his being a 
Storekeeper on the French side, the chief— 
the main inducement. If you believe it 
ras, you mnst convict him. If, on the 
hand, you are of opinion that thi 
representation did not weigh at all in th 
Chinaman's mind, and that he simply ad: 
vanced the goods on the representation of pri- 
jioner being Russell & Co.'s agent, then the 
indictment falls, and you must acquit him. 
‘The questions for your consideration are. 
Did he make a representation that he was a 
storekeeper on the French side, and was it in 
consequence of that representation in chief 
that the Chinaman was induced to sup: 
ply him with the goods. If you areof opinion 
that it was, then you must find him guilty. If 
onthe other hand you think he nevermade such 
‘representation, and that the Chinaman was 
never induced upon such a representation 
to supply him with the goods, then you mast 
acquit him, 

‘Juror, alluding to certain documents 
which had been handed in for the inspection 
of the Jury, said it appeared to him there was 
a discrepancy. There was an address—that 
of Olyphant & Co.—attached to one of the 
lists of goods. ‘This had not been explained. 

His Lonpsmrr said it had nothing to do with 
this case. One list was, he believed, signed 
as the juror had remarked, and the other, 
“Russell & Co.” 

‘The Jury then retired. On returning 
after an absence of five minutes, they 
Drought in a verdict of guilty. 

Prisoner, on being asked if he had anything 
to say why sentence should not be passed upon 
hhim, said he did not think he had had a fair 
chance to defend himself, on account of his 
not having received the ‘depositions of the 
itmesses examined by the Police Magistrate. 
He had written to a lawyer, but the latter 
would not appear for him in consequence of 
the absence of these depositions. He had 
written to Mr. Mowat (Law Secretary) for 
tiem, but his letter had been returned (pro- 
duced) but no depositions. He had said in 
the Police Court that he would get them from 
the newspapers, but he had not been able to 
do so. 

His Lonpsure—Why ; you had the papers 
in the gaol. 

Prisoner did not know that, your Lord- 
ship. 

Mr. TyxeR (gaoler) said the papers had 
been open to prisoner's inspection all the time. 

Prisoner—But I wanted the depositions as 
they were taken in Court.

Prisoner—Yes, but this letter counter- 
‘manded all that; and if it had been acceded 
to I could have had a lawyer. 

His Lonpsure—t do not know that alawyer

©. H. Neisos v. the Adiambra, 

His Lonpsmm delivered judgment in the 
above case, as follows :— 

Tudgment, 

In this case the Inte Captain of the Alhambra 
seeks to recover hy an action in rem, a balance 
alleged to be due to him for wages. It 
appears from his evidence that he was engaged 
ai Liverpool by a Mr, Thoring, whom he was 
informed was, and whom he describes as, 
mortyageo of ‘the vessel. There appears to 
have been no written contract. between him 








and Mr. ‘Thwing, but he says his wages were 
arranged at £352 month, with permission to 
take his wife and family ith him, and it is 
clear also on the Captain's own showing, that 





he received his orders from Mr. Thwin 
furnished his accounts to him, and generally 
treated him as his employer. ‘On the subject 
of wages, and of permission to carry the 
Captain's’ wife and family, no evidence is 
offered by the parties who. gave bail, and 
appeared to thie action, nor does there appear 
to have been time to obtain any from America, 
where Mr, Thwing carries on his business. 
But the agents of Mr. Thwing here state tha 
they havo been informed by letter that the 
Captain's salary was $100 s month, and not 
$175, as alleged by him, and that he had no 
jermission to carry his wife and family with 
Bim. On the Captain's ‘arrival in Shanghai, 
he teceived two letters from Mr. Thwing 
(through his agents, Messrs. Russell and Co.), 
desiring him to place the vestel unreservedly, 
both as regards inward and outward cargo, i 
their hands—to hand over to them all the! 
documents, bills of lading, freight lists 
allother papers connected with the ship, and to 
set unter their ordera, These instructions he 
does not appear, on his own showing, to have 
obeyed, although he did obtain from tiem some 
money on account of the wages of the crew, 
and there is no doubt but that Messrs. Russell 
& Co. were prepared to make all other neces: 
tary advances, had they been applied toy and 
had the Captain furnished them, as he was 
bound to do, with proper accounts and 
vouchers; but, notwithstanding the. letters 
referred to, Uapt, Nelson seems to have ques- 
tioned their authority to act as agents, and 
certainly did not Baad over the ship's papers 
until compelled to do so, and failed equally to 
vouch his accounts. For these reasons the 
‘agents, in the exercise of the discretion con- 
ferred upon them by Mr. Thwing, dismissed 
the Captain from his command, and I am not 
surprised at all that they didso. The Captain 
now, on his dismissal, snes the ship for his 
wages. I have considerable doubt whether a 
Captain can commence an action in rem 
without first proving that he had made a 
demand for his wages on his owners, and had 
been refused payment of them, aud I still 
think he cannot. But in this case, it appears 
"that just, and only just before he commenced 
this action, he did demand of the Agents of 

































‘Mr. Thwing, who must be considered for 
the purposes of this case as the owner, his 
wages, this demand I think must be looked 
on as equivalent to a demand on the owners, 
Although it might be fairly argued that, as 
the Captain repudiated the agenoy of Messrs, 
Russell & Co., he has now no right for his 
own purposes’ to insist upon notice to them 
being considered as notice to his owners. Mr. 
Thwing, however, having in fact appointed 
Messrs. "Russell & Co, as his Agents,—and 
Messrs. Russell & Co.,’ having acted in that 
character, as evidenced by their dismissal of 
the master,—he must be considered as having 
placed Messrs, Russell & Co., in his own 
Pisce, and therefore notice to the later must, 

think, be considered as sufficient. ‘Then as 
to the amount of wages due, I have only the 
Captain's evidence, but inasmuch as it is clear 
that Mr. Thwing contemplated the dismissal 
of his Captain in structions to Messrs. 
Russell & Co., he must be considered as hav- 
ing contemplated an adjustment of accounts 
between the Captain and himself, and he 
should, therefore, have furnished’ Messrs. 
Russell & Co, with evidence which would ha 
supported the statements contained in his 
various letters to them, having reference to 
wages, to the absence of any permission to the 
Captain to carry his wi‘e and family, and also 
with reference to some spars, which he alleges 
to have been charged by the Captain in his 
accounts rendered to him against the ship, but 
which the Captain says were on his own 
account. And inasmuch as the agents have 
uot applied for a commission to obtain evi- 
dence on all these points, Iai bound to con- 
sider the case on the only evidence furnished, 
namely, on that of the Captain, although £ 
cannot say { am satisfied with it, If the 
Captain has sworn falsely on these points 
however, he will have rendered himself open 
toa charge of perjury. Ihave, therefore, no 
alternative but to allow the balwree claimed 
by the Captain. But inasmuch as costs in 
such actions as these are entirely within the 
discretion of the Court, and as I cannot close 
my eyes to the fact that these proceedings 
are the direct consequence of the Captain's 
wilful disobedience of the orders to his owner, 
I shall uot allow him any costs. 

Curar Jack & Co. v. The Athambra, * 

In the action of Cheap Jack & Co. against 
the same ship, the facts elicited in the action 
of the Captain for wages, are by agreement 
to be considered as facts elicited in evidence 
in this ease ; so that it is unnecessary for me 
to state them in extenso, or «lo more than 
simply refer to them when necessary. Beyond 
these facts, however, are others which affect 
only this case, and they apply to the supply 
of provisions for the ship by Cheap Jack and 
Co. immediately on the arrival of the ship by 
the Captain’s orders, and to various sumns of 
money supplied to the Captain at his request, 
amounting in the aggregate to $525. As 
regards the supply of food, I have no doubt 
that it was supplied—that it was necessary, 
and that it was under the circumstances with- 
in the authority of the master to order it; but 
the advance of money to the amount of 8525 

‘on quite a different footing. It was sup- 
plied simply because it was asked for, aud 
except generally that he thought that the 
captain would apply ito ship's disbursements 
Cheap Jack had no knowledge, neither did 
he seek to obtain any, as to the use the money 
advanced was to be put to. Moreover, it 
cannot be said that the money was advanced 
to facilitate a voyage, for the voyage was 
over, and there was, although the plaintiff 
may pretend ignorance on the subject, an 
agent of the ship in port ready and willing to 
provide all necessary advances and make all 
necessary payments. Then as to the evidence 
adduced of custom: viz, that it usual for 
compradors to supply money to Captains 
of ships ; this entirely broke down; nor in- 
deed, does any such custom exist—ueither 
would it be a good or reasonable one if 
it did exist—and 1 wish to do away with any 
idea that may prevail in this Port, that, b; 
custom. or by law, a ship's, compradore. is 
justified in supplying money to a Captain on 
the credit of the ship when the owner of 
the ship has an agent in Port. If he does so 
supply money, he does so on the personal 
credit of the Captain, and to him he must 
look for repayment, and not to the ship, 
neither can he be allowed to plead ignorance 
of the fact that owners of the ship had an 
gent or not ; he ison this fact, under eiream- 
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stances like the present, especially put upon 
inquiry, and if he does not ix ‘the fault 
is ‘Acting as banker to a ship's captain 
is no part of the general business of a shi 
compradore, and if be goes beyond his bus 
ness, it is only right that he should be called 
‘upon, to justify his advances by the necessity 
which existed for them being made, an 
no such necessity exists when the owner 














of 9 ship has an agent, in port, ‘who is 
ready and willing. to make all proper ad- 
vances and payments. In this case Messrs. 


Russell and Co. were the agents of the 
owners, an a very little inquiry would have 
ascertained this. None were made. Even the 
captain himsolf was not asked, and I caunot, 
therefore, allow these advances. A. verdict, 
therefore, will be entered for the necessaries 
‘supplied, with costs as against the agents of 
the ship, who have appeared to the action. I 
regret that Cheap Jack & Co. should in this 
action lose their advances, but it is absolutely 
‘necessary to put a stop to the idea that seems 
floating about—that ship's compradores can 
recover, against the ship, pecuniary advances 
made to the captain, when the owners of 
ship have their agents in the port. ‘They must 
look to the captain for repayment, and to b 
personal asibility to recover such advances, 
and this Court will aid him, but only as against 
the captain personally, and not as against the 
ship, except when the facts will warrant tl 
maintaining of an action in rem. ‘his deci- 
sion will probably render ship's compradores 
more careful how they advance money, and it 
will algo, perhaps, force captains to be careful 
how they get advances, and how they apply 
them when obtained.
